THE BISHOP OF LONDON’S CHURCH 
DEMOLITION BILL. 


We are told by Sydney Smith, in one of his 
Singleton letters, that in the early days of the 
Foclesiastioal Commission it was a common ques- 
tion at the board, What cathedral are we 

ulling down to-day?” The “ pulling down” 

d reference only to the re-appropriation of the 
capitular property and patronage, of which the 
witty canon was so courageous a champion. 
But, if the Union of Contiguous Benefices Bill 

mes law, we shall presently findthe Commis- 
sion actually engaged in taking down, stone by 
stone, and brick by brick, a whole batch of our 
parochial churches, and disposing of the parish 
endowments in a fashion which might well cause 
the bones of “ pious donors” to rattle in their 
ves, 

It was for the last time that the Duke of Marl- 
borough, in the late Church-rate debate, told the 
Lords, that when once a church was erected in 
connexion with the Establishment, it was 
solemnly dedicated to the service of religion, 
and must inevitably remain so;“ while, on the 
other hand, a Dissenting chapel could be re- 
moved from place to place.” The Bishop of 
London does not appear to grote the im- 
mutability which the Duke thinks a good plea for 
the levying of rates. The consecrated church 
must now submit to the vulgar fate of the un- 
consecrated chapel. Sentiment and sanctity are 
to give way to utilitarianism, and ancient pre- 
scription to modern requirements. At the epis- 
copal mandate, “sacred edifices” will be converted 
into building materials,” and burial plaves into 
“ eligible building sites.” 

We will not affect to be shocked or astonished 
at this. Our surprise has been occasioned by 
the slowness with which such a conclusion has 
been reached. The facility with which Volun- 
taryism has been able to adapt itself to altered 
circumstances is one of the secrets of its strength. 
It cannot afford to keep open places of worship 
long after they have ceased to be of any utility. 
It sees no virtue, but rather a grievous waste of 
resources, in the retention of clergymen and 
clerks, organists and sextons, pew-openers and 
beadles, who drearily do duty in churches, almost 
given up to what Sydney Smith designated 
“nious emptiness and sacred vanity,” and 
— functions involve no other realities than 
the tithes and rates they annually consume. 
The consecration, or the legal necessity, or the 
ecclesiastical conveutionalism, which keeps up the 
system prevailing in the parishes of the City of 

ndon, and some other episcopal cities, is re- 
garded by those who are outside the State Church 
as a curse rather than a blessing—a thing to be 
ashamed of, instead of a matter for boasting. 

But it does not follow that old style is to give 

lace to new style in the mode proposed by the 

‘Union of Contiguous Benefices Bill,” nor that 
Nonconformists are to stand by as uninterested 
spectators, while a large amount of national pro- 


— 


| perty is diverted from its ancient purposes. We 


ope, therefore, that those of our readers who 
may reside in the city of London, in York, in 
Exeter, in Lincoln, and in Norwich, will scruti- 
nise the provisions of the Bill, and that, gene- 
rally, there will be an appreciation of the 
importance of vindicating, in the case of this par- 
ticular measure, principles which in future years 
may require legislative action on a much larger 
scale. 

The leading feature of the Bill is the increased 
power which it gives to functionaries who have 
not hitherto succeeded in acquiring any great 
amount of public confidence, viz., the Bishops 


35 | and the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. It is the 


Bishop of the diocese who is to take the initia- 
tive, and to appoint the preliminary Commis- 
sion of Inquiry—three out of the tive Com- 
missioners being ecclesiastics, and the other two 
“lay members of the Church of England.“ If 
they recommend the union of any two adjoining 
benefices, the Bishop is to prepare “ proposals 
for a scheme,” and though such scheme is to be 
based on the terms 3 by the Commis- 
sion, it iseasy to see that the Bishop, in possess- 
ing the unchecked power of appointment, can 
take care to secure the approvalof a foregone 
conclusion of his own. The proposals being pre- 
pared there come into operation what are in- 
tended to be checks on episcopal caprice or 
arbitrariness. The churchwardens of the parishes 
affected are to be consulted, but their objections 
to, or suggestions for the modification of, the 
scheme will lead to no other alterations than the 
Bishop “ may think right.” In other words, he 
may set at naught their most decided views and 
their strongest feelings. Next, the“ proposals,” 
with the communications received from the 
vestry, go to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, 
who are to prepare “ a scheme,” which, with the 
assent of the Bishop, may contain modifications 
of the original proposals. Again the parishioners 
will have a voice in the matter, but it will be a 
voice without a vote; for this time the Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners will sit in judgment on 
the wishes of the vestry, and give effect to them 
or not, at their discretion. Lastly, if the inha- 
bitants of the parish whose property it is pro- 
posed to deal with are not disheartened by the 
failure of protests made to Bishop and Commis- 
sion, they may see what “an appeal” to the 
Queen in Council will do forthem. Without 
episcopal assent and consent—without the ap- 
proval of the one man who may be patron of 
the parish living—not a stone of the Church, nor 
a shilling of the endowment, can be touched; 
but, if these two authorities can come to terms, 
everything aimed at in the Bill may be accom- 
plished, notwithstanding that the whole parish 
may protest against the contemplated interference 
with ther vested interests. 

That the Bishop of London should purpose to 
appropriate to Church of Eugland purposes ex- 
clusively the whole of the property to be realised 
by taking possession of the tithes, and selling the 
church and churchyard, of the extinguished 
parish is not surprising ; but the principle in- 
volved is surely not to be conceded in the 
matter-of-course way proposed by this bill. 

The parishioners may no longer need the 
church, with its expensive and now useless staff, 
but may be ill able to part with the property, 
which—wasted though it has hitherto been— 
might now be applied by them to purposes of 
undoubted utility and of pressing urgency. They 
may be loaded with heavy debts; they may need 
a new workhouse, a free library, or baths and 
wash-houses ; but the good round sum to be ob- 
tained by the proposed conversion of their eccle- 
siastical property will be no windfall to them. 
The tithes and other endowments will go to the 
fortunate clergy of the parish to which they are 
‘annexed ;” and, if the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners think that the amount is too great for 
their requirements, the surplus may be applied 
to some other benefice in the locality ; or to the 
building of new churches and parsonage-houses, 
and other projects by which architects, surveyors,

! and officials will be enriched, and the last pound 
in the way of surplus be wholly absorbed. Even 
the endowment ot any lectureship may be carried 
off, and though the sale of the materials and site 
of one church would afford a means of providing 
a fund for the repair of the adjoining church, 
there is no thought of adopting so obvious a 
mode of dispensing with a Church-rate, the 
alleged necessity for which will continue as great 
as ever. 

The downright rapacity and the spirit of 
exclusiveness which characterise this measure is 
most conspicuously displayed in connexion with 
the mode of dealing with the churches and 
churchyards. 

As regards the former, why should a good and 
useful building be pulled down merely because 
it is no longer required as a place of worship? 
If it would serve as a parish library—as a me- 
chanics’ institute—as a public hall, why should 
it not remain in existence, and be at once a 
monument of the past, and an object of interest 
and utility in time to come? Why 1—simply 
because the bishops and clergy want more money 
to build churches and parsonages, and to endow 
livings, and do not care where it comes from, 
so that they have it. So far as we can see, there 
is nothing in the Bill which would allow of even 
the sade of a church to any Dissenting body who 
might happen to be in need of a more spacious 
or better located edifice than they already pos- 
sess. They may bid at an auction for the build. 
ing materials, but no service of theirs may 
desecrate the once-hallowed walls. The jealous 
care with which it is sought to prevent Dis- 
senters— who have, generation after generation, 
paid their share towards keeping the fabrics in 
repair—from deriving any advantages from the 
1 transmogrifications is strikingly shown 

y one clause of the Bill (18th), which we can- 
not help giving as it stands: 

In case any church shall be left standing within the 
limits of any united parish other than the parish church, 
it shall be lawful for the Bishop of the Diocese by an in- 
strument in writing under his hand and seal, deposited 
in the registry of the diocese, to allow the same to be 
used for tue performance of Divine Service, according to 
the rites and ceremonies of theunitedChurch of England and 
Ireland, in the Welsh or Irish or in any foreign lan- 
guage, or for the use of any Foreign Protestant Congre- 
gation whose service may not be according to the rites 
aud ceremonies of such united Church, or for the pur- 
poses of a school or schools in connexion with the said 
united Church : provided always, that nothing herein oon - 
tained shall authorize any person to officiate in any such 
church, according to the rites and ceremonies of the 
united Church of England and Ireland, with the 
license of the bishop : provided also, that any instrument 
as aforesaid for allowing the use of any church by a 
foreign Protestant congregation, whose service may not 
be according to the rites and ceremonies of the united 
Church of England and Ireland, shall specify the mode 
in and the conditions upon which such use shall be made, 
and shall be revocable at the pleasure of the bishop of the 


diocese, 

So that even Frenchmen, Dutehmen, and 
Italians may have the benefit of places of wor- 
ship for which . paid, aud are to pay, 
nothing; while English Nonconformists, who 
have been part owners, and have had to share 
the pecuniary responsibilities of ownership, are 
not regarded as having so much as a fraction of 
reversionary interest in them. Even if the 
Church be henceforth used as a school, it must 
be a school of the favoured sect and no other! 
And my lord bishop is to have, in a new and 
literal sense, the sole power of the keys—opening 
the Church to, and shutting it against, whom he 
will, and even prescribing to foreign congre- 
gations the mode iu which they are to use what 
will be enjoyed or withheld only at his pleasure. 
Whatever else the House of Commons may leave 
untouched in this Bill, we trust that it will not 
sanction so unjustly exclusive, and, to the Non- 
conforming section of the community, so insult- 
ing a provision. . 

We hope, also, that that House will deal less 
ruthlessly with the sites of the churches and 
churehyards than the Peers have done. It is no 
secret that, in London at least, it is the sale of 
these that is most coveted, because of the enor | 
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that to be a sufficient reason for disturbing the 
remains of the dead, and for missing rare op- 

rtunities for obtaining a little breathing-space 
in the closest parts of our crowded city! If a 
railway company demands such a sacrifice of con- 
secrated ground, how hard they have to fight 
for it in a Parliamentary Committee, and how 
dearly to pay for success! Or if a church site 
is needed for some street improvement, what an 
outery is raised by Churchmen, in and out of 
Parliament, at the threatened desecration ! 
Where was Lord Shaftesbury and his sanitary 
zeal when this portion of the Bill was discussed! 
And will not the Playground and Recreation 
Society put in a plea for the retention of open 
spaces, the want of which has hitherto so 
limited its operations ? 

Here, however, we must pause in our ex- 
amination of the provisions of this measure. 
Enough has surely been stated to show that it 
is one which ought not to pass through Com- 
mittee with as little attention to its objects as it 
received on the second reading. Until the event 
happens, we shall not believe that the House of 
Commons will allow the rights of parishioners 
to be so inadequately protected, and the powers 
of irr neible bishops und money-spending 
commissioners to be so increased. There are in 
the bill as it now stands the germs of future mis- 
chief, the development of which afew years hence 
will make Churchmen, no less than Dissenters, 
wonder that it should ever have received legis- 
lative assent. We have had some notable 
specimens of Church reform of late, and, if 
reform is to be effected after no wiser method, 
we had better see whether some other machinery 
than that worked by bishops and ecclesiastical 
cemmiasioners cannot be constructed.

That, in the opinion of this meeting, questions as to indivi- 
dual religious belief are what no Government has any right to 
ask; and that this meeting, protesting against all legislation 
in religion, protests most emphatically against any legislation 
founded upon the relative strength of differing religious com- 


He supported it in an impassioned specch, in which, 
after referring to his reluctance to renew ecclesias- 
tical strife, he said that necessity was laid upon Dis- 
senters to stand forward at this crisis :— 


T believe that in this Census Bill they are menaced 
with an indignity and a wrong, such as has not come 
near them since the raid of Sur James Graham. We 
resent the demand on the part of the Government of 
man’s private religious belief, with a penalty or 
without one, as inquisitorial aud beyond its province.) 
We resent the discretionary, arbitrary 

wer with which the enumerators are to be apparently 
invested in putting that demand, as a wanton trampling 
under foot of thore immunities which have ever been 


the people of England.

resent the affair, because the returns sought, as every

be “ a delusion, a mockery, and a snare.“ (Applause.) 
We resent it, because we have more than reason to sus- 
pect that it is a dodge on the part of certain high 
functionar'es in the Church to retrieve its credit, and 
place the Dissenting interest at a discount. We resent 
it, above all, because it has been adopted by the head of 
the Government, the chief of the Liberal party (our 
party), and has been scornfaliy and pertinaciously per- 
sisted in; and, most of all, because he has avowed to 
the Tories that with their good 1 he will carry it, 
with a view to correet the former Census, and that it 
may serve as a foundation for legislative action. The 
traitor! the smiling, joking, rollicking traitor! The 
Dissenters will not, in my 5 do their duty as 
they have been acouston, ed to do it— the Dissenters of 
Leicester will not do their duty as England expects them 
to do it-—if they do not rise up with one heart and with 
one voice, exclaiming, ‘‘ We will not have this man to 
reign over us.” (Loud applause. ) 


In a subsequent part of his speech Dr. Legge 
said :— : 


In the name of holy Scripture—in the name of eternal 
justice—in the name of sound policy — I protest acco: d- 
ing to my resolution against all legislation in religion 
under any form! (Loud applause.) And shall we allow 
the existing Church to retrieve by an artful dodge the 
prestige which it forfeited by the last Census? Shall 
we permit the yoke to be again riveted by our own Pam 
upon our necks, which we had nearly broken asunder ? 
And that Church, too, going off wider and wider from 
the pale of our Christianity—with hundreds of its 
ministera more neologistic than the German neologiste, 
and thousands of them more Romanistic than the ultra- 
montane Romanists? Is it to be endured that the 
people of England should be insulted by French legisla- 
tion on its behalf, that it may be enabled to enslave 
them again? No; I swear it by the manes of John 
Wickliffe and Robert Hall? I swear it by the shades of 
Oliver Cromwell and John Milton! (Loud applause.) 
We will not be in bondage again. 


Mr. Cripps, in seconding the resolution, spoke of 
the valuable results that had followed from the 
Census of 1851, especially in ascertaing the extent of 
spiritual destitution, Let the Census be taken in a 
rational way, and who need be afraid. They might, 
perhaps, stand less in numbers than before, but they 
need not care, only let the truth be known. Their 
great object should be to get at the truth. It ought 
not to be done for political or sectarian purposes. 
(Hear, hear.) It was only necessary for the truth to 
be known by the various religious bodies for it to be 
acted upon, 

The Rev. J. P. MuRsELL rose amid loud cheers to 
move: 

That, in the opinion of this meeting, the returns of religious 
belief in the proposed Census Bill of 1861 will be found too in- 


complete as to classification to be of any religious value, aud 
too imperfect to give any results which are not fallacious. 


He was not opposed to such a Census as that of 1851, 
but he did not think any Government under heaven 
had any right to come to his house and ask him 
what religion he entertained, and with what section 
of the Christian church he was identified—to inquire 
of him as to the religious opinions and predilections 
of those under him. 


He deemed it a gross insult, and for his part he would 
give no reply. (“ Hear, hear“ and loud cheers.) He 
would warn those who ruled over us to take very care- 
ful steps in this matter. He thought he saw, as a per- 
son of common observation, some streaks along the 
horizon, which would be likely to spread over this hemi- 
sphere of ours. He thought they might have to conteud 
for their liberties, and to be prepared to defend them. 
When he called to mind the Government Education 
Bill, which was paralysing the voluntary principle in 
education, and putting in the hands of their respected 
friends of the Church a great amount of wealth for the 
carrying on of this important work—when he saw 
national schools in which services were sometimes held 
connected with the venerable Establishment of these 
realms, and where he found that children who went to 
them were required to go on Sundays to receive their 
religious instruction there, he thought it was high time 
to be alarmed, and he would ask their friends who had 
been such strong advocates of that measure to look a 
little to what was going on. When he found the Im - 
perial Senate frowning upon them, and treating them as 
they had done recently upon the Church rate question— 
a question which ought to have been settled long ago 
(hear, hear) - and then bringing forward this Census and 
asking whether they were pious people or not, and what 
sort of piety they possessed, it was quite time to look 
abroad and to look around, He was sorry from his 
heart that this originated with a Liberal Government, 
or at least that that Government listened to the 
tempter. But he would give that Government notice 
that neither Lord Palmerston, Lord John Russell, or 
lord anybody else, were safe in their seats if they dared 
to tamper with the slumbering Nonconfornists—. 
(Tremendous applause, in which the conclusion of the 
sentence was lost.) They did not want to quarrel with 
their friends of the Church of England—they would cor- 
dially unite with them in good works, although differing 
from them in many things; but still, if they put them 
on the defensive--if they assailed their fortresses with 
booming cannon—then it was high time for the slumber- 
ing Nonconformity to arouse itself as a strang man, and 
to shake its invincible locks. It would be strange if, 
while the glorious Garibaldi — (tremendous cheering, 
again and again renewed)—he said it would be strange 
and to their everlasting disgrace if, while that glorious 
creature — that fine 3 of a man—(renewed 
cheers)—was rising and spreading liberty through the 
darkest priest-riddex realins, putting an oud the 
tyranny of Bomba, and hurling Popery to that abyss 
from which he hoped it would never return—(loud 
cheers)—it would be strange, indeed, if the British were 
to go backward and retrograde, Oh, no, they would 
still progress, and be foremost in the glorious cause, 
leading on the friends of liberty, until the time should 
come when they would realise the language of Milton— 
and the thought of it still made his old blosd run 
warmly in his veins—“ Methinks I see a noble and 
puissant nation rousing herself like a strong man after 
sleep, and shaking her invincible locks: methinks I see 
her as an eagle mewing her mighty youth, and kindling 


her undazzled eyes at the full mid-day beam; purging 
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and unscaling her long-abused sight at the fountain 
itself of heavenly radiance; while the whole noise of 
timorous and flocking birds, with those also that love 
the twilight, flutter about, amazed at what she means, 
and in their envious gabble would pregnosticate a year 
of sects and schisms.” (Tremendous cheering.) 

The Rev. R. W. McALL, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, pointed out at some length the probable work- 
ing of the plan. We can only find room for one 
extract :-- 


The noble-spirited Churchman might find himself 
associated with the idle vagabond, the dissembling, 
hypocritical scoffers, and the half-witted milksops, who 
would say they belonged to the Established Church to 
save themselves from inconvenience. Finding himself 
thus placed, he would have need to exclaim, ‘‘ Save me 
from my friends.“ (Applause.) He rejoiced to have 
heard that the most enlightened Christian men belong- 
ing to the Establishment, were as opposed to the measure 
as Dissenters could possibly be. (Applause.) As to the 
fallaciousness of the results, he thought there were two 
points to be considered. It was a fact that there was a 
great Church Establishment in this realm, and many 
other facts resulted from that. It was a vast machinery 
connected with political matters, and the result would 
be that those who appeared to be of it, with all its varied 
interests, would be tar more in proportion than its real 
adherents. One result he contemplated with some 
apprehension, its inflaence on religion and the christian- 
ising of this great people. (Hear, hear.) Vast numbers 
of the people would be made to appear to be brought 
under religious influences, and the work of cbristianising 
the nation would seem to be far more thoroughly accom- 
2 than it was. This would paralyse effort, and 

ead men to slumber at their posts. 

He objected to the measure, and would oppose it 
from conscientious motives, and hoped it would be 
defeated. But if it was not defeated, he would not 
submit to its provisions. He would neither answer 
any of the questions, nor voluntarily pay one farthing 
of any penalty which might be attempted to be 
enforced. (Applause.) ) 

Mr. J. F. Winks said he believed this proposal 
was intended to be the groundwork of future legis- 
lation in favour of Church-rates—he did not know 
whether there might not be a great deal more at the 
end of it. (Hear, hear.) It might be that there 
were some future schemes in the heads of the 
bishops, founded on this proposed Census. The 
Dissenters of England, as they had been reminded 
by Dr. Legge, must expect to have to battle and to 
fight, and it might be such a battle as they had 
never yet fought. The Church of England seemed 
to think that the termination of Church-rates must 
come some of these days, and they appeared to be 
mustering all their strength against the struggle 
which was approaching. The Dissenters must be 
awake and energetic; they had been too sleepy 
lately. He had not heard such rousing speeches 
for many years, as they had heard that night. He 
had begun to long for some such speeches. 
(Laughter. ) 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The Rev. J. BARKER moved : — 

That this meeting strongly protests against that provision of 
the proposed Census Bill relating to the cumpletion and 
correction of the schedules by the enumerators, inasmuch as it 
presupposes an accuracy of knowledge, and a freedom from bias 
which they are not likely to posseas, | 
He spoke of the plau as a piece of the greatest legis- 
lative impudence ever heard of, and the clause spoken 
of in his resolution the very crown and climax of 
that stupendous impudence. (Applause.) 


A pretty pass they were come to. Who were to be the 


enumerators? Some might be facetious and put down | 


people the very reverse ot what they were. Why should 
they not describe Mr. Mursell as an Agapemonist, and 
Dr. Legge as a Mormon? just as Sheridan, when found 
drunk in the gutter, and asked his name, hiccupped out 
Wilberforce, (a laugh), which was as if in these times, in 
Leicester, he had said he was Mr. J. B. Gough. On the 
other hand, a man might be of a grave, melancholy 
temper, and think all persons but himself irreligious, 
and give thein credit for being of no religion at all. No 
doubt there would be a great deal of human nature 
among these enumerators, and neither their feeling nor 
judgment could be trusted. (Hear, hear.) He was sorry 
this matter should have been brought forward by a 
Liberal Government. He observed that the other day, 
at the Trinity House dinner, Lord Palmerston spoke of 
the Ministry as being in need of landmarks * buoys 
for their guidance that they might not run upon rocks 
and shoals. He had no doubt they would put up their 
landmark, and if Lord Palmerston failed to heed it he 
would split upon a rock and politically perish. (Applause. ) 
Lord Palmerston might be a good judge of horseflesh, or 
he might make a good arbitrator at a prize-fight, but he 
believed with Dr. Legge, he did not understand or com- 
prehend the position of the great Dissenting community ; 
and he did think they, and with them all Dissenters, 
should teach him to understand it, that he might know 
better for the future. (Applause.) 

Rev. J. Lomas, in seconding the resolution, said 
that he was obliged reluctantly to come to the con- 
clusion that the object which the Government had 
in proposing the alteration in the method of taking 
the Census was a sinister one, that it was intended 
to throw capital into the hands of the Established 
Church, and to perpetuate that bone of contention 
the Church-rate question. (Hear, hear.) He believed 
the resolution was quite correct in what it said re- 
specting the enumerators. The enumerators would 
be appointed by the boards of guardians, and these 
being principally Church people, would appoint 
persons after their own hearts, the consequence being 
returns from villages and hamlets of ninety-cight 
Churchmen and two Dissenters. (Applause. ) 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Rev, C. C. Cor rose, amidst loud applause, to 
move the following resolution :— 

That the plea of estimating the religious persuasions ot the 
people by their attendance on public worship, appears to this 
meeting free from the objectionable features of the present pro- 
posal ; and believing that the Census of 1851 has tended greatly

Min sters may be induced to substitute that mode for the pre- 
sent unsatisiactory and injurious scheme. 

He moved that resolution with his whole heart, and 
he did so on the ground of the injurious nature of the 
scheme by whomsoever brought forward. He objected 
to the scheme first on a negative ground that it was 
a thoroughly bad thing, and secondly on a positive 
ground that the former Census was far more worthy. 
le was sure that the results of the last Census, 
showing the numbers who did not attend any place 
of worship, had quickened the zeal of all denomina- 
tions, and he believed that the same result would 
follow again. The body to which he had the honour 
to belong (the Unitarian) in several of its association 
meetings, had petitioned Parliament against the 
clause, aud he believed that the great body enter- 
tained similar feelings. He had another reason, which 
he thought a very valid one—if every successive 
Census was to be taken on some different principle, 
for the gratification of some particular party, then 
the principal object of a Census would be of no use, 
and they would not be able to compare one with 
another, and they would have no reliable religious 
statistics of the country. It had been said there had 
not been a meeting of this sort for several years, 
Since he had been in Leicester he had never been 
invited to such a one, and he did not know that one 
had been held: he rejoiced to think that he was in 
at the first meeting of this sort. 

The Rev. W. Woop supported the resolution, 
which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. ANGRAVE moved a petition to Parliament 
embodying the resolution, and said that in his be- 
lief the proposed measure was a terrible mistake. 

Alderman Viccars, in seconding the motion, said 
their meeting was of no small importance, when they 
took into consideration that that was the metropolis 
of Nonconformity, where the very stones of the street 
would cry out against them if they were not to raise 
up their voices against the iniquitous proposition of 
the Government. 

The petition was carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. To.ver, in moving a vote of thanks to the 
Mayor, said he most cordially concurred in the oppo- 
sition manifested to the bill. He felt very little 
doubt that when Lord Palmerston found the whole 
Nonconformist body was against him, he would 
exercise the better part of valour, discretion, and re- 
treat from the obnoxious clauses. 

Mr. J. SwAIN seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously. 

The CuHarRMAN, in acknowledging the vote, said 
no individual should consider that a party question. 
It affected all parties of the community alike who 
were friends to constitutional Government. He 
trusted this demonstration would be seconded in 
many parts of the country. He said that asa friend 
of the existing Government, because he could not 
conceive anything more injurious to its continuance 
than the proposed measure; and asa friend of the 
Establishment, because if the bill were to succeed, it 
would be a victory she would have before long 
deeply to lament. (Applause). 


BRADFORD. 


A meeting was held at Salem Independent chapel, 
Bradford, on Thursday evening, to consider the 
position and duty of Protestant Dissenters at the 
present crisis. 

The Rev. J. G. Mia presided, and, in opening 
the proceedings, said they were assembled not as a 
political party. It was true they could not stand 
altogether free from a political atmosphere, but they 
hoped that night to rise above mere party views, 
and to avow nobler principles, They were met 
together as Christiaus, as individuals responsible to 
God, and as Protestant Dissenters, to avow their 
principles, and make them known in their relation. to 
particular cases which arose before them. He stated 
that one of the particular matters which would be 
brought before the meeting would have reference to 
the new Census Bill, and pointed out one or two of the 
very objectionable features of the religious profes- 
sion” clause. Referring to the letter of Lord 
Shaftesbury, which has recently appeared in the 
newspapers, he said the thorough condemnation of 
the Census Bill by so high an authority as that, and 
by an authority standing on the opposite side, conld 
not fail to have its due effect upon all those who 
properly regarded it. e e 

The Rev. Dr. Fraser, President of Airedale Col - 
lege, moved the first resolution :—

neither legislative enforcement, nor human patronage ; but 
shines brighter by its own Divine light, and ouonViuces most 
powerfully by its own Divine arguments. 

Mr. W. By ces seconded the resolution.

LEEDS, 

A meeting convened by circular was held on 
Wednesday in the Council-room at the Court-house, 
Leeds, to consider the propriety of taking steps to 
elicit an immediate expression of public opinion in 
this town against the clause in the new Census Bill 
which requires from individualea declaration of their 
religious’ profession. Fred. Baines, Eeq., was called 
to the chair, and among the gentlemen t were 
several Wesleyan and other ministers, with lay 
members of various denominations.

Was that fair 
and right? (“ No, no.“) The Government said, Never 
mind, if you refuse we will find sponsors for you.

What 
party spirit this would engender, and in some cases he 
feared wilful misrepresentations would be made. He 
objected to this measure because it was a concession to 
High Church and Tory principles.

He did not think the measure would pass, but they 
must do everything they could to prevent it passing. 

They must petition, and they must warn the Liberal 
members of the House of Commons that, if any of them 
got into the slough of despond and twisted and wriggled 
and got out on the wrong side, they must point out the 
city of destruction and say, Gentlemen, politically, 
you must go and dwell there.“ (Loud cheers.) If this 
measure were passed, they must take the first oppor- 
tunity of upsetting the present Adwinistration.

position of antagonism to the country—(‘‘ Hear,” and 
cheers)—the position of men who were not anxiously 
desirous of doing what they professed to wish.

In consequence of a numerously signed requisition, 
the Mayor of Brighton (W. Alger, Esq.) convened 
a public meeting to take into consideration the 
Census Bill, now before Parliament, and to adopt 


such resolutions, and take such proceedings, in re- 
lation thereto as may be N expedient.” The 
meeting was held on Wednesday evening, at the 
Town Hall, and was well attended. The mayor 
presided, and on the platform we (Brighton Times) 
noticed W. Coningham, Esq., M.P. (one of our 
borough members), Apsley Pellatt, Esq. (late M.P. 
for Southwark), several Dissenting ministers of 
various denominations, members of the town council, 
and other influeatial gentlemen. 

The CHAIRMAN, in his opening remarks, spoke of 
the proposal of a religious Census as decidedly un- 
necessary, vexatious, and unfair, and that it was a 
great mistake on the part of the Government, 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Alderman Borrows, a Churchman, moved 
the first resolution, which was seconded by the Rev. 
A. KINd, and supported by Arstey PELLATT, Esq., 
late M.P. for Southwark. 

The Rev. Mr. AINSLIE moved, and Mr. WATER- 
FIELD seconded, the adoption of a petition, to be 
signed by the mayor on behalf of the meeting, and 
presented by the borough members; and that they, 
and the members for East Sussex, be earnestly re- 
quested to support the prayer. 

Mr. ConINGHAM then came forward amidst loud 


of their representatives, in attending the meeting 
which had been convened that evening by their 
excellent mayor. 


They were informed, on all hands, that there had 
been a great reaction in public oj inion, that the Non- 
conformist portion of the community no longer enter- 
tained those liberal sentiments wuich they for so long 
were supposed to advocate; but that, in fact, they were 
deeply imbued—if he might not use a stronger word and 
say, tainted—with anti-liberal tendencies. (Hear, hear.) 
Tue movement which had taken place on this question 
seemed to him to be the strongest refutation of that 
inuendo; and if he was not mistaken, that which had 
been commenced in London, and which he trusted might 
spread rapidly throughout the land, would give an oppor- 
tunity to the country at large to express its opinions 
most emphatically,—that if the Upper House of Legis- 
lature thinks it is about to trample upon the privileges 
of conscience—that if the reactionary party, who he was 
sorry to say were returned at the last election in such 
large numbers in the House of Commons—that if they 
were about to trifle with the sacred principles of civil 
and religious liberty, they would to their cost find out 
their mistake. (Cheers.) It was high time that we 
should know what were the principles of her Majesty’s 
Government. (Loud cheers.) 


Referring to the provisions of the Census Bill the 
hon, gentleman went on to say :— 

Not only was it proposed to ask the householders of 
this country what their religious opinions were—-a right 
claimed on behalf of the State, which he was prepared 
absolutely to deny and reject,—but it enforced upon 
householders of tuis kingdom to go to the engaged mem- 
bors of their house and demand from them individually 
what their religious opinions were. (Shawe.) He tor 
his part, no matter whether a bill were passed for the 
purpose or no, would refuse to exercise such a right. 
(Cheers.) Those who were engaged in his service he 
had retained for those necessary services which, as 
their master, he might claim from an obedient and 
faithful servant; but he should look upon it as an 
insult if he were to go to one of those persons and ask 
them to answer a question which he himself would 
indignantly refuse to answer. (Cheers.) It was not 
that we were afraid of expressing our opinions (hear, 
hear); he thought that he for one could not be accused 
of not having freely expressed his opiniovs upon all 

uestions that had come before them (cheers), and he 
should always be prepared to do so, and defend them if 
necessary (renewed cheers); but an inquisitorial question 
of this kind he held it absolutely necessary to resi t; and 
he trusted that this meeting would be only one of many 
which would ibe held throughout the country. (Hear, 
hear.) They were told that the penalty was not to be 
enforced ; but, nevertheless, the language of the bill, 
which he held in his haud, was very clear and explicit 
upon that question, and it is said that— 

Every such occupier who shall wilfully refuse or without 
lawful excuse neglect to fill up the said schedule to the best of 
his or her knowledge and belief, or to sign and deliver the same 
as herein required, or who shall wilfully make, sign, or deliver, 
or cause to be made, signed, or delivered, any false return of 
all or any of the matters specitied in the ssid schedule, shall 
forfeit a sum not more than tive pounds nor less than twenty 
shillings. 

Such a proposition was perfectly monstrous; and he must 
say thatit was nothing but the apathy of the people of 
this country which had given the Goverament—or those 
who, behind the scenes, suggested such schemes as this, 
—the desire to dare to put le forth to the people of this 
country. (Hear, hear.) We who had inheritel the 
rights of our Protestant ancestors, and who declared that 
the rights of conscience were sacred and inviolable, 
and should be touched by no living man! (Loud cheers. ) 
Many persons, continued Mr. Coningham, are inclined to 


treat this perhaps as a trivial question. Those, I think

(Hear, 
hear.) If there be a penalty, the resistance to it will be 
so violent that the returns of the Census would not be 
obtained; and if there be no penalty, in many cases, 1 
am afraid to say, false and fallacious returus would be 
sent in, —at all events, returns so imperfect as to give no 
satisfactory result whatever. (Applause.) The hint that 
we have heard of “ future legislation” upon the subject 
is, I think, also very alarming; and upon every grouad 
it will be my duty and pleasure to support the petition 
which you have adopted this evening. (Cheers.) Iam 
bound to say that the interview which took place between 
the head of the Government and the leader of the Op- 
position has filled the minds of the Liberal members on 
our side of the House with surprise and astonish- 
ment. It is, I believe, an unprecedented and un- 
heard-of thing, for the head of her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to receive a deputation headed by the leader of the 
Opposition; and enter into a negotiation with him, as 
it were setting the verdict of the House of Commons 
aside. (Hear, hear.) However, Iam happy to say that 
this memorial which we adopted the other day in one 
of the committee rooms of the House cf Commons, has 
already been signed by nearly 100 members of that 
House. I have great reason to believe, moreover, that 
a very influential section of her Majesty’s Government 
are as strongly opposed to this clause as we are. (Cheers. ) 
And I think, from what I know of the antecedents of 
the noble lord at the head of her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, that he is hardly prepared to quarrel with the 
large majority of his supporters on the Liberal side of 
the House, and throw himself into the hands of the 
Opposition. (Hear, hear.) 

The Rev. R. HAMILTON moved, and Mr. HomEwoop 
seconded, a vote of thanks to Mr, Coningham, for 
his attendance on that occasion.

That, in their judgment, such a requirement wonld ba 
an unwarrantable exercise of authority, and would oc- 
casion great irritation of feeling. 

That, in many cases, whether the requirement be en- 
forced by a penalty or not, there will be a rofusal to 
afford the desired information. That in others the re- 
oa will necessarily be too indefinite and ambiguous to 

of any practical value. That, to a very serious ex- 
tent, the statements contained in the schedules will be 
inaccurate and misleading—partly from the ignorance, 

carelessness, or partisanship of householdera making a 

return of the religious professions of others, and also 

from the mistakes of enumerators who are to be author- 
ised to complete such of theschedules ” as shall“ appear 
to be deficient, and correct such as they shall find to be 
erroneous.” That, as no good end would be served by 
collecting statistics of such a character, your petitioners 
dsprecate the employment! of official machinery for such 

a purpose. 

hey, therefore, pray your honourable House toamend 
the fourth clause of the bill by omitting therefrom the 
words *‘ religious profession.” And your petitioners will 
ever pray. 

The Rev. CuaRLES BEARD, B. A., seconded the 
proposition. He was not satisfied with our state of 
sectarian differences. He would say to Lord Pal- 
merston that he wasa member of the Church by 
right, that he looked forward to atime when he 
should be in it; but that he would sooner cut off his 
right hand than make any statement which would re- 
pounce his right to be there. (Applause. ) 

W. Dosson, Esq., of the Preston Chronicle, was 
glad to find that this matter had been taken up by 
the Assembly. It was now too late to think of im- 
posing professions of faith upon laymen, At the last 
Census there were few of the Catholics or Dissenters 
in Preston who did not make returns, but the 
Churches of the Establishment did not. It now ap- 
peared that this was with a view of palming false 
statements on the country. The matter was made 
worse by the proposed plan. But the penalty had 
been abolished, and he believed that to be only the 
first of a series of concessions. 

Mr. H. A. Bricur also supported the petition. 
With Mr. Beard he saw the diiliculty he should have 
in classifying himself at all. He objected to calling 
himself a Protestant Dissenter, he was a Unitarian 
Churchman, 

It was unanimously resolved to present the peti- 
tion. It was laid on the table for signatares after 
the close of the meeting, and signed by, we (Inquirer) 
believe, every member of the assembly present.

interests. It is the upholders of the new plan who are 
doing that, and they are simply“ measuring other 

eople’s corn by their own bushel,” in attributing to 
. cunning and unscrupulousness ten years ago. 

So much for the origin of the last Religious Census ; 
and the charge of swelling the number of Dissenters, by 
abnormally crowding the chapels, may be met in an 
equally decisive way. 

Even if the allegation were true, it would amount to 
nothing more this—that a larger number of Dissenters 
than usual attended the services on the Census Sunday ; 
not that Dissenters were less numerous than they are 
represented to be, unless it be supposed that they suc- 
ceeded in bribing or compelling Churchmen and the 
irreligious masses to occupy their vacant seats. But it 
can be demonstrated that the assertion is untrue, or, fat 
least, in the highest degree improbable. We care 
nothing for the few cases which have been referred to 
on the authority of Dr. Hume—thongh even his statis- 
tics are not borne out by the Census itself. We take 
our stand, in the vindication of Dissenting integrity in 
this matter, on the broad fact brought out by the fol - 
lowing tabular statement :—

Thus, instead of the chapels being packed, they were 
more than half empty in the morning of tbe Census 
Sunday—nearly three - parts empty in the afternoon, and 
not much more than half full at night ! 

But to show still further the absence of any ground of 
complaint on the part of members of the Church of 
England, we have constructed another table, showing 
the extent of their own attendance on the same 
Sunday :—

This shows, undoubtedly, that in the afternoon and 
evening the attendance of Episcopalians was relatively 
below that of Dissenters; but, it being admitted that 
Churchmen attend worship most numerously in the 
morning, what do we find? Why, that relatively there 
were as large a number in attendance at the churches as 
at the Dissenting chapels? 

Or, if we take Mr. Mann’s speculative computation, 
and assume that the attendances on the day named 
were those of 3,773,474 individual Churchmen and 
3,487,558 Dissenters, we arrive at substantially the same 
result; for, in that case, there were 1,057,768 unoccu- 
pied seats in Dissentiog, and 1,148,938 in Episcopalian 
places of worship. 

Tux LAST Census AND Lorp PALuEHnSTON.— The 
aspersions now cast upon the Religious Census of 1551 
are not new, and the Home- office at that time ex- 
pressed an opinion that they were groundless. On 
the 20th July, 1854, Mr. Pellatt, M. P., put to Lord 
Palmerston, in the House of Commons, the question, 
Whether any recent inquiry had been made into 
the accuracy of the returns of the Registrar-General, 
and whether, in cousequence, any doubt existed as 
to their fairness ; also, whether there was any reason 
for suspecting that the Dissenting returns had been 
exaggerated, so that the number of attendants at the 
Established Church on the Census Sunday had been 
made to appear comparatively below the truth?’ 
„J have,” said Lord Palmerston, who was then 
Home Secretary, ‘‘ made inquiries on the subject, and 
I entertain no doubt as to the accuracy of the returns 
with regard to all the facts to which they refer. Of 
course I speak generally, because, in returns collected 
from such a large number of places, and furnished by 
such a variety of persons, there may have been inac- 
curacies one way or the other, which must, to a cer- 
tain extent, affect the results. My belief is, however, 
that those inaccuracies could have no sensible effect 
upon the general results arrived at from the facts 
stated in the returns. I repose entire confidence in 
the general accuracy of the returns, and in the dili- 
gence and care of those under whose arrangements 
they had been made, by whom I believe every means 
were taken to render their statements as accurate as 


possible,” 


THE ORUROn ee AMENDMENT 


It might have been supposed that the Church-rate 
question had been disposed of for the present session. 
Such is not, however, the case. The notable bill, 


under the above heading, brought in inf February: - 


by Mr. Hubbard and Lord Robert Cecil, has been 


held in reserve, and stands for second reading this 


day (Wednesday). We know not whether these 
gentlemen expect to surprise the House of Commons 
into an adoption of their preposterous scheme, or, as 
is more likely, to make it the basis for a now com- 
promise. Sir John Trelawny is, we believe, on the 
alert, and prepared to propose the rejection of the 
measure. The drift of the bill may be gathered from 
the following brief summary and comment which ap- 
peared in the Nonconformist of February 29 last :—

CHURCH-RATE CONTEST AT MIDDLEWICH, 
CHESHIRE. 

At a vestry convened on Whit-Monday last, a 
Church-rate of a shilling in the pound was made for 
the purpose of — extensive repairs and alterations 
in the parish church, as well as to meet the current 
expenses of the year. 

As notice of the vestry had only been posted on 
the church doors, the bulk of the Dissenters wero 
not aware of the meeting. It may easily be 
imagined into what an amiable state of mind the 
knowledge of a shilling Church-rate threw the 
whole Dissenting community. The rate was 
as legally as these matters are usually conducted, an 
all that remained for them to do was to refuse to pa 
it. This they unanimously determined to do. eir 
determination became immediately known to the 
churchwardens, who it appears were much alarmed, 
and to escape the threatening storm gave notice of a 
meeting of the parishioners, to be held in the vestry 
on the 21st June, to receive a proposal of the church- 
wardens to enable them to borrow a thousand 
pounds upon the security of the Church-rates, which 
was to be repaid by a succession of ycarly instal- 
ments. 

On the day appointed, about 200 angry . 
ioners assembled in the National School, to which 
the meeting was adjourned. The Ven. Archdeacon 
Wood, incumbent of the parish, took the chair and 
opened the proceedings, and requested some gentle- 
man to move the proposition of the wardens, but for 
three-quarters of an hour no one ventured to do so, 
excited discussions going on all over the room the 
whole time, At length, to bring matters to a prac- 
tical bearing, the Rev. W. B. McW i.114M, Indepen- 
dent minister, rose to move: 

That this meeting refuse to authorise the churchwardens to 
borrow 1,000/., and, as the one-shilling rate is virtually aban- 
doned, requests them to apply to the parishioners for volun- 
tary subscriptions to meet the required outlay. 

This proposition was received with tremendous 
cheers. 2 been seconded by Mr. T. Hircuin, 
after considerable delay, Mr. MoWIIIIaM desired 
the archdeacon to put the motion. This he refused 
to do, on the ground that Mr. McWilliam had 
refused to pay the last Church-rate, and had there- 
fore no right to be present at or to make a proposi- 
tion tolthe a Mr. McWIi..u1am believed he 
was there by right, as a payer of poor - rates. He, 
however, withdrew. The proposition was then 
moved by Mr. T. Hrronix, seconded by Mr. T. 
Hotme. An amendment was pro by Mr. 
BrapBuRY, embodying the proposal of the wardens, 
aud was put to the meeting first, but was lost 
by an immense majority, not more than sixteen or 
eighteen being favourable. The CuairnMAN then 
refused to put the original motion: it was irrelev- 
ant, he said, a rate having been already granted. 
He refused also to enter it upon the minutes, and 
entered the amendment as a proposition. The 
9 — 5 prevailed, and pe the motion 
0 r. SMITH, the vestry was adjourned to 
8 25th. 

A still greater number came together to the 
adjourned meeting on Thursday. Mr. Davio 
HARDING, one of the wardens, said that they had 
carefully reconsidered their estimate, and — that, 
instead of requiring 1,000/., they found they could 
do with 800/. They assured the parishioners that 
what they required was not for decorative or 


ornamental purposes, but purely for necessary 
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repairs. The Rev. W. B. MeWILLIAM, whose right 
to be present was not on this occasion disputed, 
moved that:

Mr. HARDixd requested Mr. McWilliam to allow 
him to put his proposition first, and to bring his for- 
ward as an amendment, which was agreed to. The 
amendment having been slightly altered in the 
wording to suit Mr. Blackwell, the seconder, and 
the time being changed from six weeks to three 
months, for the convenience of the former, it was 
then put to the meeting, and a whola forest of 
hands responded. The original motion followed, 
and not a hand was raised in its favour! Thus 
ended. the first Church - rate contest in Middlewich.

THE UNION OF „ Palace BENEFICES 


The following is a synopsis of the contents of this 


bill, which is down for committee on the 10th 
instant :— 


Section 1 authorises the union of contiguous bene- 
fices (or parts of benefices, Section 10) situate in the 
towns named in the schedule (the metropolis, York, 
Exeter, Lincoln, or Norwich), or in their suburbs, 
without limit as to population or value. 

Sections 3—5 empower the bishop of any diocese in 
England or Wales, if he shall think it of advantage 
to the interests of religion, to effect a similar union 
9 within his diocese, to appoint five persons 
to be a commission to inquire into its expediency— 
such commission to consist of the dean or a canon, 
and two beneficed clergymen, and two lay members 
of the Church of England, and to havo power to call 
for books and papers, and examine witnesses on oath. 

Sections 7, 8. If the commission recommend the 
union, the bishop is to prepare proposals for a scheme 
which he is to send to the churchwardens of the 
parishes to be united, and such parishes may within 
two calendar months declare their ‘‘ assent or objec- 
tious;” to which the bishop shall give full con- 
sideration,” and make such modifications in his pro- 

ls as he may think right,” and send them on 
to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England. 

Section 8. The commissioners shall thereupon pre- 

re a scheme, which, with the assent of the 

ishop and patrons,” may embody any modifications, 
and the churchwardens are to have two months to 
show cause against it before them ; but if no cause is 
shown, or the commissioners think it not suffi- 
cient,” the scheme and the consent thereto of the 
bishop and patrons are to be certified (with any pro- 
test by any person who has shown cause, Section 15) 
to the Privy Council, which shall thereupon make 
order for effecting the union unless a petition of 
2 is lodged before the order is actually made. 
‘ y Section 13, all orders in Council are to have the 
orce of law upon being published in the Gazette. } 

Section 9. The scheme is to regulate the appoint- 
ment of the first incumbent, aud if necessary tho 
future succession of patronage, and provide any 
necessary compensation to retiring incumbents. 

Section 11. The commissioners, with the consent 
of the bishop and patrons, may endow any other 
benefice ‘‘in the city, town, or borough, or in the 
vicinity thereof,” with any surplus portion of the 
revenues of the united parishes, after providing for 
the incumbent and a curate, and may for the first 
five years appropriate one-fifth of the revenues to- 

the fund (provided by Section 23) for carrying 
the act into effect generally. 

Section 14. The scheine may provide for sale of 
sites, compensation to parish clerks or other officers, 
arrangement as to fees or vestry- rooms, &c. ; but no 
site is to be pulled down or sold (Section 16) without 
the consent of the archbishop, bishop, and Home 
Secretary, nor without due provision as to graves and 
monumental tablets. 

Section 17. Upon the union of benefices being 
effected, the parishes shall become united for eccle- 
aiastical purposes, and are to have one parish church 
[and one Church-rate}, 

Section 18. If both churches are left standing, the 
bishop, by his own authority, revocable at pleasure, 
may allow one to be used for Church of England 
worship, or teaching in Welsh, Irish, or any foreign 


language.

20. Ecclesiastical property of the

as legislators. 

Tue ProresTaNT Prisoner IN Srain.—Martin 
Escalante, a British subject, has returned to Gibraltar 
after thirteen months’ imprisonment in Cadiz, In 
May of last year he was sentenced by the judge of 
Chinchilla to nine years’ penal servitude for attempt- 
ing to change the religion of Spain by distributing 
copies of the New Testament. 

Trruxs IN THE City or Lonpon.—Henry Finch, 
landlord of a public-house in Lower Thames-strect, 
and several other persons, were summoned by the 
Vicar of Allhallows Barking, within the City, for 
arrears of tithe. Finch took the house, with some 
heavy arrears due. He objected to pay; the vicar, 
disinclined to be severe, offered a compromise ; 
Finch still refused, saying be could not pay. After 
considerable discussion, however, and learning from 
the Mansion-house magistrates the severity of the 
law, he agreed to a compromise, 
lowed his example. 

RatHer Coot.—THE CLERGY DECLINING TO PA- 
TRONISE DisskNTERS.—“ Presbyter“ writes to the 
Record in the following amusing style :—‘‘ The ex- 
posure which you have so properly made from time 
to time of the arts of the Dissenters in their gigantic 
efforts to abolish Church-rates, and which has been 
so ably brought before the House of Commons by 
Mr. Whiteside, together with the very attempt 
itself, which, if successful, would involve an infrac- 
tion of the Eighth Commandment, has constrained

heretofore when seeking to promote the work of our 
gracious Master.“ 

EpinpurcH AwNNvuITY-TAx Bitt.—The Town 
Council of Edinburgh have, by a majority of twenty 
to ten, passed a series of resolutions condemning the 
Annuity-tax Bill now before Parliament, and request- 
ing the Lord-Advocate to withdraw it. The Lord 
Advocate has published a letter to the Lord Provost 
of Edinburgh, acknowledging receipt of the resolu- 
tions passed at a public meeting, and by the Town 
Council, requesting that his lordship would withdraw 
the Anuuity-tax Bill. The Lord-Advocate says,— 
„It will not surprise you that I feel myself unable 
to comply with the request that I should withdraw 
the bill; nor can I gather from the report of the pro- 
ceedings any intelligible reason which should induce 
me to do so.” The Lord Provost has published a 
rejoinder, in justification of the resolutions of the 
Council, and urging that the points to which they 
take exception contain the whole substance of the bill. 
The Merchant Company, at a meeting on Friday, 
which was thinly attended, resolved by twenty-three 

fourteen that the bill did not contain a settlement 
of the question that could be accepted, and urged 
his lordship to withdraw it. The Established Pres- 
bytery of Edinburgh, at their monthly meeting on 
Wednesday, rejected a motion for petitioning against 
the bill by 15 to 6. 

Sunpay Trapinc BILL. — A meeting in opposition 
to the Sunday Trading Bill, introduced Lord 
Chelmsford in the House of Lords, was held on 
Thursday moruing, in the Lower Room, Exeter 
Hall; Mr. Kinnaird, M. P., in the chair. The chair- 
man, in opening the proceedings, said a great deal 
of misconception had pravaiied in reference to the 
Sunday Trading Bill. The object being, as all ad- 
mitted, to diminish labour and selling on the Lord’s 
day, many had signed petitions in its favour who 
now felt bound to oppose it, because they had since 
been enlightened as to its real character, and that 
was a meeting of representatives of various religious 
bodies, convened for the purpose of giving expres- 
sion to a common opposition to the bill. On the 
motion of General Alexander, seconded by the Rev. 
E. Garbett, and supported by the Rev. Dr. Duncan, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

That this meeting, composed of Christians of various deno- 

minations, would express its solemu conviction that the ob- 
servance of the Lords day is of Divine authority, and per- 
petual obligation, alike couducive to the glory of God, and the 
spiritual and temporal welfare of man; and that it is in an 
eminent degree protective of the interest of the working classes 
of society. 
On the motion of Sir C. E. Eardley, seconded by 
Mr. R. Clarke, and supported by the Rev. Peter 
Latrobe aud Mr. E. Parsons, the following resolu- 
tion was also adopted: 


That as the bill now before Parliament, relating to the sell-

ing and hawking of goods on the Lord's day in the metropolis, 
— such a distinction between one part of the Lord's day 
and another, as, if into a law, would countenance a 
belief that the entire day need not be kept holy ; and also, 
while it prohibits the doing of certain works on that day, 
allows on the one hand works to be done on that day that are 
neither works of piety, charity, nor necessity, and on the other 
hand makes no exception in favour of such last-mentioned 
works, this meeting resolves to oppose the further progress of 
the said bill.

Religions Intelligence. 


ENGLISH CONGREGATIONAL CHAPEL- 
BUILDING SOCIETY. 

The seventh annual meeting of the above societ 
was held in Great George-street Chapel, Liverpool, 
on Tuesday, the 26th June, in the place of being 
held, as heretofore, in London in May. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. J. Mann, of 
Birkenhead. The chair was taken by J. Crossley, 
Esq., of Halifax. The CHAIRMAN expressed the 
satisfaction which he felt in meeting, on such an 
occasion, the friends in Liverpool. He had been 
connected with the society from the commencement, 
and had carefully watched, with increasing approval, 
its steady progress. They bad now reached the 
seventh anniversary of the society, and this da 
agreed to aid in the erection of the 120th * 
He knew of no movement better deserving the 
cordial support of the denomination throughout the 
country. 

The Rev. J. C. GALLAwAx, A. M., then presented 
a short outline of the annual report. It commenced 
with a brief allusion to the seven years’ wcrk thus 
far accomplished, from which it appeared that the 
chapels aided amount to 120; the sittings thus pro- 
vided are 70,000; and the entire cost of these 
chapels and sites is estimated at 200,000/., towards 
which amount the society has paid and promised, in 
various forms, 32,000/. Of these 120 chapels, the 
large number of thirty-three have been added to the 
list during the past year; while a considerable 
number of cases are waiting for that promise of aid 
which will determine their erection, but the com- 
mittee hesitate to enter into further engagements 
till assured of prcportionate support from the 
churches throughout the country. Towards the 
loan fund of 10,000/, the society has now secured 
4,000/., and hopes during the two ensuing years to 
raise by collections and special contributions the re- 
maining 6,000/, Towards the Irish fund nearly 3,000/, 
are secured ; and towards the Welsh fund about 600/. 
The report then alluded to the very important 
subject of agency, the honorary service rendered by 
260 brethren in different parts of the country, and 
the arrangements made in securing professional aid 
in the examination, and in some instances prepara- 
tion of plans. It contained the fol:owing exposition 
of the principles which guide all the counsels and 
grants of the committee :— 


Whatever impression may have been awakened in any 
quarter, aud by any means, to the contrary, the com- 
mittee know that the principles which guide all their 
counsels are, as the name and contents of their priuted 
manual sufficiently indicate, essentially practical. 

The committee are wedded to no particular order of 
architecture or +tyle of building. They care nothing for 
the ornamental in distinction from the useful, and aim 
at the most rigid economy consistent with the size and 
stability of building, and the purpose for which the 
work is undertaken. The question with which the 
society started, and to which every new erection contri- 
butes a measure of solution, is, how can accommodation 
be provided for the largest number with perfect safety, 
and the most appropriate attraction at the least cost ? 

To render a chapel sufficiently attractive, the com- 
mittee do not believe that it is at all necessary to frame 
or decorate it according to any orthodox model iu either 
ancient or medieval times. 

While all other arts are undergoing im provements, they 
cannot understand why architecture should be an ex- 
ception. Renouncing all implicit allegiance to arbitrary 
precedent, and availing themselves of any and every 
improvement in modern arts, the constant and steady 
aim of the society is, so to counsel local committees that 
they may, with the least possible outlay, effectually 
provide the most convenient accommodation to the 
largest number. 


The report closed with a detailed account of the 
action of the committee during the past year in 
as chapel cases, old and new. 

. Fincu, Esq., of Tunbridge Wells, one of the 
treasurers of the society, moved the adoption of the 
report. He commenced with presenting a balance 
sheet for the year, duly audited on the 20th of 
June by P. Carstairs, a and J. Townley, Esq., 

I 


of London. From which appeared that the entire 


income of the society for the seventh year, including 
the balance with which the year began, was 
5,240“. 78. 10d., the payments during the year 
3,530/, 128. 4d., and the balance in hand to meet 
engagements coming due, 1, 718“. 153. 6d. Mr. 
Finch alluded to the great changes passing over the 
country, and adduced by way of illustration several 
facts in connexion with the town of Liverpool. 
These changes in the community in general neces- 
sarily affected the important work of chapel-build- 
ing. Circumstinces rendered it indispensable that 
we should build in another way than formerly, aud 
to a much greater extent. Great difficulty was 
experienced in raising the necessary funds, He 
could speak contidentiy as to the great care with 
which the funds were administered, aud appealed to 
the friends in Liverpool to help this as well as their 
own kindred institutions. 
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The Rev. G. Smitu seconded the adoption of the 
report. He thought it a very appropriate thing to 
hold this meeting in this chapel, becauso no one 
living had been more frequently. engaged in opening 
chapels than their beloved friend Dr. Raffles. The 
meeting would be prepared to estimate the work 
accomplished through the instrumentality of the 
society, by comparing it to the erection of forty 
chapels, each of them furnishing accommodation 
equal to that of the spacious building in which they 
were now assembled. He well remembered in the 
year 1851 proposing to the Committee of the Con- 

regational Union that a paper on chapel-building 
— be read at the ensuing autumnal meeting at 
Northampton. That paper was prepared and read 
by his friend the Rev. J. C. Gallaway ; and out of 
that step this society originated. Each man had his 
particular mission ; and he thought that Mr. Galla- 
way’s ‘mission was chapel-building. Very satisfac- 
torily, in all respects, had the affairs of this society 
been conducted, and very gratifying were the 
results. He was much pleased that the society had 
opened up a new branch of operations in Ireland ; 
and if our friends did not mind, he should not be 
surprised to hear of another branch being opened 
for Lancashire. The chief benefit of this society 
consisted in the advice which it gave to local com- 
mittees ; and how valuable this must be was evident 
from the daily experience which the committee were 
acquiring. ‘The committee proposed convening a 
meeting of the constituency at the end of every five 
years to review the work done, and determine 
accordingly. He revered the men who built our old 
Nonconformist chapels; but it was evident that 
many of them were not suitable to the times in 
which we live, and hence the mode of action 
favoured by this society. He believed that every 
new chapel aided by its funds had been successful, 
and hence the men that had laid hold of this work 
were banded together to persevere in tho course 
which God had evidently owned and blessed. As 
a denomination he thought that they had much to 
be thankful for. Our theology is sound, our churches 
are increasing, our ministers are earuest, our loyalty 
is unquestionable. 

The Rev. J. R. CAurgklL, A. M., of Bradford, 
moved the second resolution, in favour of the Loan 
Fund, He was happy to have an opportunity of 
saying a word in favour of this admirable scheme of 
a loan fund of 10,000/. This plan was formed in 
1857 ; but the other intervening claims, uwentioned 
in the report, had prevented that thorough attention 
to it which its importance demanded. It was now 
proposed to take up the project in earnest ; and he 
was convinced that if our churches apprehended it, 
they would, in the course of the ensuing two years, 
raise the 6,000/. requisite to complete the sums pro- 

. He considered the Loan scheme the most 
important arrangement made by the socicty; and 
saw in it, not only great help to local committees, 
but a pledge of the permanent efficiency of the in- 
stitution itself. ‘The work undertaken by the 
society was not a popular one. It did not appeal to 
the passions of the multitude. It needed much 
thought to embrace all the bearings of this work, 
and deep religiousness to work on steadily at it. Its 
meaning would be developed in the future; and 
very thankful ought we to be that there were such 
men as we found at the head of this movement 
banded together to carry it on, with the help of 
God. Though a member of the committee himself, 
still, in respect to his share of the work, he consi- 
dered himself only as a sleeping partner. But his 
position afforded him an opportunity of observing 
the business talent of the working men of the com- 
mittee ; and it gave him great satisfaction to give 
his public testimony to that important fact in a 
movement of thiskind. The need of such a society, 
arising from the character and position of many of 
our old Independent chapels, is no disgrace. For 
those old buildings, raised under the fear of persecu- 
tion, and out of deep poverty in some instances, 
were a great honour to their originators. They did 
their work well. Our work is different; let us do 
it as well. Let us be stimulated by the example of 
our forefathers, and stand forth in the full force of 
our manhood. He found no fault with Episcopalians 
for multiplying their churches, so long as they did 
so in the exercise of the voluntary principle; but we 
must be careful to keep the ground which our fathers 
have won for us. He knew of no better means by 
which we, as a denomiuation, could keep up to the 
requirements of the times in this respect, than by 
vigorously supporting this excellent institution. 


T. E. Puint, Esq., of Leeds, seconded the reso- 
lution. According to his understanding of the 
Census returns, he found that the entire accommo- 
dation provided in places of worship of all kinds 
throughout the country was fifty-eight per cent., and 
that of this number the Independents supplied eight 

r cent. Is not this a motive to action? He cor- 

ially advocated the Loan Fund scheme. If any one 
really wished his money to be continuously em- 
ployed in doing good after his death, let him appro- 
riate it to thisfund. Immediately on the annual 
instalments being returned to the society, they are 
— out again in further loans; so that 100/., or, 
tter still, 1,000/. appropriated to this fund, may 
be instrumental, in the course of years, in the 
erection of a succession of chapels, in which, under 
all the precautions of a sound trust deed, and our 
scriptural polity, the true Gospel will be preached, 
aud souls saved, as long as the buildings shall stand. 
Mr. Plint gave an instance in which a congregation, 
who, iu their former ill-built and badly situated 
chapel had raised 23/. a-year for their minister, had 
in a new and better one, built under the auspices of 
this society, raised 136/. per annum for the same 
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purpose — besides erecting a chapel that cost 2, 000l., 
and school - rooms that cost 1, The society was 
happily not in a declining state; and * done 
so much with such limited means, what oould not 
be accomplished by it if Lancashire united its ener · 
gies, and if the churches throughout the country 
ee the help which they had the means of ren- 
ering ? 

The Rev. J. MANN, of Birkenhead, moved the 
appointment of the committee and officers for the 
year. He considered the society not in the light of 
a charitable institution so much as one which 
afforded very valuable aid during the critical period 
of the erection of a new chapel; which aid, as the 
congregations grew, and became able, might, in 
course of time, be returned to the fund, to be applied 
to similar cases of temporary need. On this ground 
the society commended itself fully to his judgment. 

The Rev. F. WILLIAMS, of Birkenhead, seconded 
the resolution. 

The Rev. Dr. Rarrixs moved a vote of thanks to 
the chairman; and, in doing so, expressed his great 
satisfaction in witnessing what he had at the morn- 
ing session of the committee, and in hearing what 
he had that night. He cordially approved of the 
society ; and whether Lancashire joined the move- 
ment or not, he could confidently say that they 
would always be glad to welcome the committee at 
Liverpool. 

The Rev. J. KELLx seconded the resolution. He 
had attended the annual meeting of this suciety 
before, and had watched the movement in its un- 


ostentatious and steady progress, and felt much 


pleasure in stating that the proceedings of the 
society had grown in his estimation up to the present 
time. 

J. Crosstry, Esq., duly acknowledged this vote 
of thanks. The meeting closed with the doxology 
and benediction.

The missionary barque, John Williams, which bas 
been employes in the service of the London Missionary 
Society, in Polynesia, for the past sixteen ye 
day arrived in the West India Docks, and 
pleted her fourth voyage to and from the many import- 
ant stations ocoupied in the South Pacific. She left 
Raiatea, her last port in the islands, on the 12th of 
March last. She has returned with following mis- 
sionaries and their families, all well: — The Rev, and 
Mrs. Geo. Turner, of the Samoan Mission, and four 
children; the Rev. and Mrs. Ing of the New 
Hebrides Mission; the Rev. and Mra. Gill, of the 
Hervey Group Mission, aud six children ; alao three 
children of the Rev. Mr. Heddie, two of the Rev. T. 
Powell, two of the Rev. Geo. Pratt, and one of the 
Rev. H. Nisbet. It is with pain we record that the 
widow of the late Rev. Geo. Stallworthy, who com- 
menced her homeward voyage from Samoan with eight 
fatherless children, was left at Raiatea in deep affliction. 
As the John Williams neared Tahiti, one of the chil- 
dren died on board, and a few days afterwards, when at 
Huchine, another was laid in the grave; and also at 
Raia‘ea another dear child was taken from her; two 
other of her children were also suffering from sickness ; 
and under these peculiarly distressing circumstances it 
was thought desirable that she Gould remain at 
Raiatea. We hope, however, per next wag bs hear 
that the health of the doar surviving ones bina 
established, and that they and their sorrowing paren 
will soon reach this country, accompanied oy Rev.

REGISTRATION OF DISSENTING PLACES OF 
WORSHIP. 


To the Editor of the Nonconformiet. 

Six, -The following statements present in a oom- 
8 form the facts respecting the Registration of 

issenting Places of Worship. 

The old law provided that they should be registered 
in Bishops’ or Archdeacons’ Courts, or at General or 
Quarter Sessions. The present law provides that they 
shall be certified with Superintendent Registrar ok 
the district, who will make a return to the Registrar- 
General, and that a list shall be published. from time to 
time (annually) of all places of worship that are so 
certified. The registration is not compulsory, but per- 
inissive. No advantage is gained by ration by the 
winister or congregation or trustees. But the. ra- 
tion qualities for a second registration for the solemnisa- 
tion of marriages; it also exempts the property from 
the operation of the Charitable Trusts Act. It 
also facilitate the recovery of penalties from any one 
who should disturb the cougregation when engaged in 
worship. It is the only means available for the record 
of statistics which may be referred to in legislation. The 
registration of places under the old law has been su 
posed to be sufficient: so it is, except so far as it may 
necessary tv refer to an authentic list of regi 
places for statistical or legislative purposes. The list 
— registered in courts and sessions is not available 
or general and easy reference, because it can only be 
examined at the office 6f the Registrar-General on pay

ment of a fee, and is therefore not practically use 

unle s at any time the House of Commons should ord 

it to be printed, The last published list of places certi- 
fiel with the Registrar-Geueral iucludes only 882 
belonying to Independents of all kinds and sizes. Many 
are on the register which have ceased to be used as 
places of worship: others have passed into the hands of 
other denominations, while their designation has not 
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been altered: others are insufficiently and indefinitely 
described. The list under the old law is therefore in- 
complete and inaccessible ; while the list under the new 
5 5 defective and incorrect, and useless for all statis- 

With the provisions of the new Census Bill, that the 
** religious profession of every living person” is to be 
ascertained ; with the classification of the population 
ado in that bill under the denominations, ‘* Church 
of d, Protestant Dissenters, Roman Catholics, 
other religious bodies ;” and with the avowal of the 
Prime Minister that the returns are to be used as the 
„basis of future legislation ;” with all this before us, it 
is impossible to tell how soon it may be desirable for us 
to have a complete authentic list of places of worship to 
which reference can be made in the House of Commons 
and elsewhere. Strenuous efforts are being made to 
show our denominational feebleness, and to ignore our 
importance and usefulness. Then let us use ever 
means we have at command for securing our strength 
and importance. Let us register a// our places of wor- 
ship, old and new, and see that all those that are on the 
rogistrar’s list are properly described. Let me repeat 
the suggestion made in a former letter:—Let the 
secretary of each county association make a list of 

of worship in his county from the register; let 

im then communicate with the ministers or officers of 
all the places not on the register, and urge attention to 
the matter. 

The course for each one to pursue is this :—Apply to 
the Superintendent Registrar of the district for two 
forms for cach place: having filled them up, both alike, 
return them to him with half-a-crown: one will be 
retained by the Registrar-General, the others will be 
afterwards returned to the person revistering. This 
will be more simple, cheap, and effectual, than en- 
deavouring to ascertain if a place is registered according 
to the old law. It will correct and complete the list, 
which will then be available for reference whenever it is 
required, and will not be open to the objection that it is

many more are seeking him. Our minister is delighted, 
and we are all alive and happy.” This state of things 
he traced to fervent prayer ior the Holy Spirit, and the 
report of a friend from the Revival scenes in Belfast. 
A minister still nearer London wrote me, May 2 :— 
„Our revival work is going on as fast as the — 
carping, unbelieving spirit of our old professors will 
allow it. Nay, more; I expect to propose a dozen at 
our next church-meeting. We have set our hearts on 
the immediate conversion of the entire town. Don’t 
fear, for God is with us.“ Again, June 22nd, ho 
wrote :—“‘ There is a great movement amongst us here. 
The devil is 2 hard to get the upper hand; it is a 
mortal combat. I am often exhausted, but God reigns, 
and will give us the victory yet.” How wild and 
fanatical will such uttorances appear to thousands of our 
steady-going, half-asleep professors! But it is faith, 
daring, and earne:tness that God honours with success. 

Concerning weekly offering, this friend proceeds to 
say :—‘* Then will our people be willing to enter tho- 

nly into Christian finance, but not till then. I have 
pushed the thing lately to an extent which has brought 
one to the borders of a revolution, and yet I have only 
advocated the sentiments admitted by individuals in 
private, who are not noted amongst us for liberality.” 
On Sabbath, June 24, dining with a family of strangers 
after p in their chapel, the parents expressed 
entire satisfaction with three yours’ practice of storing 
for God” out of weekly gains, specially for the joy they 
now have in giving, and freedom from all senso of its 
reduction of their means. Having merely to adininister 
wisely what is no longer their own, but the Lord's. 
Surely, it must prove as difficult with this medical 
gentleman as with most persons. But a willing heart 
sees no difficulty.

THE PRIVILEGE QUESTION. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Select Committee on Tax Bills 
was issued on Saturday morning. 

The committee have searched for precedents in the 
journals from the year 1628 to the present time, in 
order that they might ascertain and report on the 
practice pursued by either House with e to the 
several 2 of bills imposing and repealing 
taxes. The practice and the mode of procedure is 
somewhat different according to the character and 
object of those bills, The committee have, therefore, 
for the sake of clearness, classified the same chiefly 
under one or the other of the following heads: 

1. Bills of supply and tax bills. 

2. Bills for appropriating supplies. 

3. Public bills, which are not strictly bills of supply 
or tax bills, but which operate as a tax or charge on 
the people ; and 

4. Bills for altering or repealing acts which relate 
to supply, taxes, or charges. 

The committee have thought it necessary to call 
the atteution of the House to those cases only in 
which the Lords have interfered. 

In the first line of the tirst section—relating to bills 
of supply and tax bills—the committee state the 
fundamental rule“ to be that the Commons grant, 
the Lords assent.” It illustrates this principle by 
the great examples of 1407 and 1628; and by the 
usage of the House of Commons, as exemplified in 
the preambles of money bills, and in their return 
from the Upper House for presentation to the Sove- 
reign by the Speaker. It shows that when the Lords 
have attempted amendments to bills of this naturo, 
the Commons have assented only in cases where the 
amendment was immaterial. It justifies the limita- 
tion of research to the year 1628, by the fact that the 
usige of Parliament was virtually settled at that 
period, and that earlier precedents are abundantly 
exhibited in the reasons urged by the Commons in 
their conferences of 1671. In those conferences it 
was expressly laid down that the matter, measure, 
and time ” of any tax or imposition are all and entirely 
under the control of the Commons. The report shows, 
under the same head, that so jealous were the Com- 
mons over these privileges, that they disallowed 
amendments which effected only an abatement in the 
amount, or an alteration in the mode of collectin 
the tax voted. In April, 1700, they 83 
amendments to the Land-tax and Irish Forfeiture 
Bill, though those amendments did not relate to aid 
and supply, resolving that, as all aids and supplies 
begin with the Commons, so it is the undoubted and 
sole right of the Commons, to direct, limit, and 
appoint in such bills, the ends and purposes, con- 
siderations, limitations, and qualifications of such 
grants, which ought not to be changed or altered by 
your lordships.”” It was further resolved that, 
„This is well known to be such a fundamental right 
of the Commons, that to give reasons for it has been 
esteemed by our ancestors to be a weakening of that 
right.“ Under the second head of inquiry there is 
nothing to report, the Lords having invariably assented 
to bills for the appropriation of supply.” But 
in the third class of cases—that of public bills, 
which are not strictly bills of supply or tax bills, but 
which operate as a tax or charge upon the people,” 
the report presents some curious instances of the 
zealous guardianship the Commons exercised over 
what they describe in one resolution as their“ un- 
doubted right to appoint pecuniary mulcts and their 
distribution.” They would not suffer the Lords to 
originate a bill or insert a clause imposing bridge 
tolls or paying rates or fines for divers police offences, 
Ok late years they have relaxed their usages in this 
respect. They wero careful to assert their ancient 
and undoubted privileges“ in the resolutions which 
so lately as 1831 and 1849 they added to the standing 
orders ; permitting the Lords to propose or alter 
charges so strictly local and exceptional that they 
could not be construed into a tax on the people or a 
supply to the crown. Lastly, the report deals wlth 
bills for altering and repealing acts which relate to 
supplies, taxes, or charges.” On this class of bills 
the cominittee observe that they ought to originate 
in the Commons, and that they are not allowed to be 
amended. It appears however, that in 1714 the 
Lords rejected a bill for relieving merchants from 
part of the duties due on tobacco and wine; and 
that in the next year the same bill was sent up again, 
and was again rejected. In 1767 a bill to allow free 
importation of—that is, to suspend or repeal the 
duties upon salted meat and butter, was postponed 
to a day after the prorogation. In 1781 a bill for 
reducing the duties on salt used for manure was, in 
like manner, defeated by postponement. There are 
several other precedents which go to a similar extent. 
The most important, however, is a resolution of the 
whole House repealing the existing coal duties‘and 
granting other cuties in lieu thereof. The loss of this 
bill occurred in 1808, 

In concluding this report the committee refrain 
from offering any opinion and from making any 
comments upon that practice, except to illustrate 
and explain ; and they have abstained from any state- 
ment of the practice of each House, except in so 
far as such practice appears from the entries in the 
journals.” |

Mr. Walpole's report, but for the casting vote of Sir

The committee, reviewing this testimony, derived from 
the records of Parliament, and from the settled practice 
of the House of Commons, have asked themselves this 

uestion :—What is the principle involved in the prece- 
dent of the 9th of Henry VII., and what the right of the 
Commons of England, which, Mr. Pym declared, in the 
year 1640, had been ‘‘not shaken by one precedent for 
these 300 years?” Is it merely that the House of Com- 
mons shall begin all bills of taxation and supply ; or that 
the Lords shail not, by amendment in any ill, raise or 
diminish, by one penny, any charge imposed on the 
people? Is it one or both of these things only which 
formed the staple of the right for which the Commons 
have contended during so many centuries? The com- 
mitte cannot doubt that the right which the Commons 
have contended for and have maintained, is nothing less 
than an absolute control in devermining the expenditure 
necessary for the service of the crown, and the mode and 
the amount of the taxation which shall be imposed upon 
the people. If the Lords cannot begin a tax, if they can- 
not increase or abate a tax, yet if they may prolong a tax 
by refusing their assent to its repeal when that repeal has 
been voted by the House of Commons, then it appears to 
the committee that the fundamental and inherent 
right” of the House of Commons to an absolute control 
over taxation ard supply is not only menaced, but de- 
stroyed. 

The committee cannot conclude their report without 
reminding the House that, if henceforth, which they will 
not believe to be possible, no tax, hurtful to trade and 
grievous to the people, can be remitted unle-s the Lords 
be pleased to remit it, or can be even recommended by 
the crown to be considered by the Commons with a view 
to its remission, with that full assurance which has here- 
tofore existed that such a tax will be remitted ; not only 
will the powers of the House of Commons be impaired, 
but the foundation of tho ancient freedom of England 
will be undermined; for where shall that anciont free- 
dom be found when the right to determine the mode and 
the sum of taxation is divorced from the ropresentative 
branch of the Legislature? 


THE REVENUE. 


The revenue returns for the quarter ending June 
30 show an increase on the gross account of more 
than 300,000. over the receipts of the corresponding 
quarter of last year, notwithstanding the loss of 
about 360,000/, on customs, owing to the operation 
of the new tariff. On excise there is an increase of 
about 160,000/., consequent on the earlier payment 
of duties on malt and an augm antation on hops. On 
stamps there is an improvement to the extent of 
100,000/., arising from succession and legacy duties, 
tire insurances, and stamps on legal instruments, 
and also in some degree from the new stamp duties 
on delivery orders, dock warrants, &. On assessed 
taxes there is an increase of about 5,000., owing 
probably to house-duty. The Income-tax has 
improved to the extent of 300,000/., caused by the 
additional rate. The growing business of the Post- 
office is shown by tbe addition of 40,000/., proceed- 
ing from increased correspondence. Crown lands, 
as usual, are stationary. Under the head of Miscel- 
laneous, the comparison is 70, 000l. in favour of the 
present returns, in consequence of the payment of 
the Spanish liabilities, og army Fem 240,000/., 
which sum is diminished by the falling off in the sale 
of old naval and military stores. ‘he acvount for 
the year shows a loss of rather more than 250,000/. 
on Customs, for the reason already giving in stating 
the quarter’s account. The Excise for the year is 
augmented by 2,300,000/., partly from the malt 
credits previously alluded to, and partly from spirits, 
hops, and paper. Stamps are 270,000/. better, 
owing to the causes already assigned. Assessed 
taxes show an excess of 50,000/., attributable to im- 
proved assessments. The increased rates of Income- 
tax result in an improvement of 3,600,000/. The 
Post- offioe increase is 130,000/. Crown Lands shuw 
a small addition—5,000/. Under the head of Mis- 
cellaneous, notwithstanding the Spanish repay- 
ments, there still remains a decrease of 410,000/., 
owing principally to diminished receipts for old 
stores, &c. The aggregate improvement in the 
revenue for the year ending June 30 is 5,700,0001,

The Earl of Sunxzwsnunx presided, and proposed the 
health of the Queen, following it with tke toast of 
the Prince Consort, the Prince of Wales, and all the 
Royal Family. 

Lord J. MANNERS proposed with fervour the toast 
of the Church and State,” dilating on the union of 
the Conservative party on this question, and adding 
some sarcastic allusions with reference to Mr. Glad- 
stone.

In the course of his speech, he ex- 
pressed a belief that the feeling of the country was 
growing more Conservative. s colleagues fully 
sy mpathised with the objects of the meeting, and he 
only regretted taat their unavoidable engagements 
prevented their attendance. He then ridiculed Lord 
J. Russell's course with respect to the Reform Bill. 
He had not only failed with re to that question, 
but he had also failed as a Foreign Minister. He 
(Sir J. Pakington) denounced the budget as rash and 
improvident, and the House of Lords was entitled 
to the gratitude of the country for the rejection of 
one of its most obnoxious features. The report of 
the committee on precedents, which would be issued 
in two or three days, would show repeated rejeetion 
of taxes the House of Lords, and which the 
House of Commans had constantly acknowledged. 
He feared, however, the Radical party would not be 
content to accept these precedents, and at their head 
would be found Lord John Russell and Mr. Glad- 
stone. It was clear that there were two sections in 
the Cabinet on the question, and he hoped moderate 
counsels would prevail ; but he feared the House of 
Comtnons wend be asked to bind the House of Lords 
to prevent their exercising the use of their consti- 
tutional privilege, hitherto not denied them. If 
such an attempt were made, it would be the duty 
of the Conservative party to support the moderate 
section of the Cabinet with firmness, with decision, 
and unanimity. 

Other toasts followed, and the proceedings, which 
were characterised by great enthusiasm, terminated 
at midnight.

The third performance of the French Orpheonists 
at the Crystal Palace, on Thursday, was a great 
success, Nearly 17,000 persons were present, in- 
cluding the Duchess of Sutherland, Lord Palmerston, 
and Lord Lyndhurst. The programme of Thursday 
included the favourite pieces, which were very well 
sang, and most warmly applanded. Indeed, the 
applause throughout was of a still increasing cha- 
racter. At the conclusion there was the usual 
ovation, but exceeding in excitement the enthusiasm 
of Monday and Tuesday, if that were possible. 
After ‘‘God save the Queen” had been given by the 
Frenchmen, a military band, which had quiet! 
beet placed in the highest of the galleries, struc 
up Partant pour la Syrie.” This seemed to take 
our allies by surprise, and the excitement got in- 
stant!y to feve:- ea“. Such an expression of delight 
we have rarely witnessed, and, not to be outdone, 
they again gave out with lusty voices our National 
Anthem ; and thus went on the compliments of 
the occasion—from audience to orchestra, and 
orchestra to audience—mingled with cheors and 
shouts, until we fancy a good many throats were 
not improved by the experience. 

On Friday night the Sacred Harmonic Society 
gave a concert, selected entirely from Handel's 
oratorios, at Exeter Hall, to the Orpheonists, who 
filled the spacious room, and appeared highly de- 
lighted with the entertainment. 

On Saturday there was a supplementary and fare- 
well concert at the Crystal Palace. After the con- 
cert, which went off admirably, the Orpheonists, to 
the number of 2,000, were entertained to a farewell 
banquet, which had been projected by the friends of 
peace in this country—the party who were the most 
entitled to take the initiative in the matter. The 
expenses were defrayed by subscription, the list of 
subscribers including many of our best kuown and 
most influential public men. The dinner itself was 
an excellent one, and was served and eaten without 


aay disorder. Subsequently a series of toasts were 


pro sed and responded to. They included the 
1ealths of the sovereigns of the two countries, and 
the Anglo-French alliance. Speeches were delivered 
by Sir Joseph Paxton, who presided, Mr. Bright, 
M. Delaporte, and Mr. Locke, M.P., and the 
Orpheonists, together with their more phlegmatic 
allies, gave vent to the heartiest enthusiasm. The 
banquet was a great success, and can scarcely fail to 
efface frum the minds of our distinguished visitors 
the recollection of some of their less agreeable ex- 


periences. 

On Sunday about 1,300 of these visitors returned 
to France via Newhaven and Dieppe. Two special 
trains, provided by the London, Brighton, and 
South Coast Railway, arrived here at nine a.m. 
Five steam-vessels were en for the transit of 
the strangers, and the whole embarked and sailed at 
eleven a. m., amid an ovation of cheering, firing of 
cannon, and other manifestations, with which the 
Orpheonists appeared to be much gratified.

NAPLES AND SICILY. 

NaPugEs, July 2. 
The fundamental point of the programme of the 
Commander Spinelli is the formation of an Italian 
Confederation, as recommended by the Emperor of 
the French. This Confederation to be essentially 
of a defensive character, and the autonomy of 
every State to be maintained, although national 

unity be favoured. 

MARSEILLES, July 3. 
Letters from Palermo to the 25th ult. , state that the 
councilshad been convoked and would prepare electoral 
lists.

„% Death to the police!“ The following day a panic 
took place; tho police were maltreated, and dis- 
appeared as soon as the same cries were raised by 
the 33 The King had twice sent — 45 
Aquilla to Baron Brenier, and had promised to 
make a strict investigation. On the 28th ult. all 
the commissariats were pillaged in open day. 
Forty of the fagents were surprised, and either 
killed or wounded. The archives were burnt. The 
spoils were carried about in triumph by the popu- 
lace. The King had arrived at Naples, and had 
ordered the immediate formation of the National 
Guard. The official journal praised the calm atti- 
tude of the majority of the population. The advo- 
cate Romano had been appointed Prefect of Police. 
A proclamation had been issned interdicting seditious 
shouts, and recommending the military to disperse 
assemblages of the „er with moderation. 

IARSEILLESs, July 3 (Evening). 

Advices from Palermo to the 28th state that nu- 
merous arrests had taken place among the former 
functionaries, some of them being noble. Some of 
the people had demanded that they should be shot, 
Fresh massacres of the sbirri had taken place. Gari- 
baldi had sent some columns to re-establish order in 
the interior of the island. The Ministry which he 
had formed was, however unpopular. Notwith- 
standing the dissensions between the towns and the 
villages, and the resistance offered to the levying of 
the imposts, the same ardour to drive the Neapoli- 
tans out of the island always prevailed.

Even the 
last resolution is no more than a truism, 
for it is obvious that the popular branch 
of the Legislature “has in its own hands 
the power so to im and remit taxes, and to 
frame bills of supply, that the right of the Com- 
mona, as to the matter, manner, measure, and 
time, may be maintained inviolate.” The three 
resolutions are a very tame and indirect protest 
against the recent decision of the Lords which 
imposes upon the country more than a million of 
taxation without the assent of the other Estates 
of the Realm.

It 
may be presumed that whatever differences there 
may have been are now removed ; and that the 
notice given by Lord Palmerston is a pledge 
that the Government have agreed upon a united 
plan of {action for asserting the rights of the 

Commons. 

For many weeks past the evan 
of the Church of 3 has been actively 
agitating and getting up petitions in favour of 
the introduction of the Bible into Government 
schools. The Duke of Marlborough consented 
to become their spokesman, and gave notice of a 
motion in the House of Lords which has been 
more than once postponed. The subject again 
came up on Monday, but the noble duke was 
preceded by the Earl of Shaftesbury, the Earl 
of Ellenborough, Earl Granville, and Earl 
Derby, who successively appealed to him to pust- 
pone his motion on the ground that in the un- 
settled state of India such a discussion would be 
inexpedient and even hazardous. It is not 
necessary to suppose that our power iu India is 
still precarious ; the real danger lies in the 
policy proposed to be adopted by the Duke of 
Marlborough. His resolution was as follows :— 

That the British government in India. as the repre- 
sentative of a Christian nation, is charged with the duty 
of promoting the moral as well as the social welfare of 
the people of that country ; and that in order effectually 
to further such objects, it is the opinion of the House 
that the authoritative exclusion of the Word of God 
from the course of education afforded in government 
colleges and schools, ought, under suitable arrangements, 
to be removed, and humbly to address her Majesty that 
she will be graciously pleased to give direction for carry- 
ing the above object into effect. 

The principle here recommended is in open 
violation of the Royal proclamation, when the 
Queen assumed the sovereignty of India. We 
are glad, therefore, that the motion was negatived 
without a division. 

The visit of the Orpheonists to this country 
has gradually swollen into an event of inter- 
national importance, and the marked atten- 
tion bestowed upon these interesting vocalists 
during the latter part of their visit no doubt 
entirely effaced the remembrance of earlier, 
and perhaps unavoidable, discomforts. It 
will be seen that their visit was appropriately 
made use of by the friends of peace with 
the view of increasing the good fellowship of the 
two countries. In the forcible address pre 
sonted to the Orpheonists on Saturday mornin 
last it is well said: —“ It is by the free an 
frequent interchange of friendly visits, such as 
this which, by multiplying opportunities of in- 
tercourse, enable the people more thoroughly to 
kuow and appreciate each other, that unworthy 
seutiments of mistrust and estrangement will 
be obliterated, and the people of France aud Eug- 
land will come to understand that their close 
neighbourhood, so far from making them natural 
enemies, should make them the nearest friends 
and allies.” The Orpheonists appear to have 
thoroughly appreciated this hearty welcome from 
the friends of peace, and we have no doubt that 
their promise that they will “in future be the 
sincere fellow-workers with the committee of the 
friends of peace,” will be amply realised. It is 
only fair to say that the welcome thus given to 
the Orpheonists was not confined to words. It 
was the friends of peace who projected, and made 
arrangements for the dinner of Saturday, who 
subscribed the larger part of the funds, and who 
have quietly seen the — 2 of this act of hospi- 
tality bestowed upon others. To them rather thau 
the imposing committee advertised in the papers 
is due the credit of showing special respect to the 
French vocalists. 

In the House of Commons last night Sir C. 
Douglas, who has been mainly instrumental iu 
obtaining the large number of signatures to the 
Palmerston memorial, gave notice that he should 
ou Friday next ask what course her Majesty’s 
Government intend to pursue in regard to the 
Religious Census subject. Lord Palmerston can 
hardly avoid giving a decisive reply to this 

inted question. It remains to be seen whether 

. Covingham’s prediction that his lordship

the Opposition“ will be realised.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Last Wednesday was remarkable for the re- 
appearance of Mr. Roebuck in the House. We 
do not mean to say that the member for Sheffield 
is not, on the whole, a pretty regular atteudaut 
at the debates, but no voice is now seldomer 
heard than his. The only question in which he 
seems to have taken any interest during the pre- 
sent session, is the Bleaching and Dyeing Works 
Bill. Some weeks ago he made a speech upon 
this question which electrified the House, and, 
like a strong wave, carried the Bill at once toa 
second reading. His re-appearauce was in the 
debate upon the committee on this Bill, in the 
course of which the honourable member 
addressed the House no fewer than seven times, 
each time with the same purpose—to keep the 
Bill intact and clear of all amendments. This is 
a difficult work at all times, but especially 
difficult when any trading or commercial inter- 
ests are involved. Unless the members who take 
a more especial interest in the Bill under discus- 
sion have quick eyes and firm purposes, itis ten 
to one but some clause will be foisted upon it 
which will take all virtue out of it. So, on the 
present occasion, Sir Hugh Cairns, instigated 
evidently by his linen constituency, moved an 
amendment which had the effect of exempting 
all linen works from the operation of the Bill. 
The argument, stated very clearly by Mr. 
Baxter, was that the bleaching of linen was car- 
ried on in the open air, and not in a factory, and 
was therefore, to all intents and purposes, an 
agricultural occupation. Mr. Roebuck, however, 
would not see the force of the argument. The 
amendment went to a division, and was carried 
by a large majority. Mr. Egerton thereupon 
moved a second amendment, making it lawful to 
employ females and young persons fourteen 
hours a day iu bleaching and dyeing. Think of 
it, reader! fourteen hours a day—from six in the 
morning to eight iu the evening—women and 
children to be kept in filthy pans or stifling 
works because the commercial and manufacturing 
interests so demand. Mr. Roebuck rose angrily, 
and said:“ Rather than subject my country- 
women to this horrible atrocity, I would see all 
the bleaching works done away with for ever.” 
He was right, and the House endorsed his expres- 
sion of feeling by a majority of 256 against 42. 
Other ameudments claiming special exemptions 
were proposed and rejected, and the House 
resumed. Mr. Roebuck’s activity in this debate 
suggests the expectation that he will not give a 
silent vote on the question which some time 
ago we should have regarded as peculiarly his 
own —the Privileges of the Commons. 

Thursday was an Indian night. The question 
was, Shall the local European army in India be 
done away with? The Government propose to 
take this step, and in place of a local European 
and an English force combined—as heretofore— 
to govern India in future by an English force 
alone. Hitherto, a great portion of the army of 
India has been composed of troops sent there for 
life or nearly so. These troops have become 
acclimatised, and, in time, half Indians in their 
habits both of thought and feeling. To use a 
military phrase, they were a “ station” between 
the Knglish forces and the native army. This 
station it is intended to take down, 80 as to leave 
a wider gap than before between the rulers and 
the ruled. The English army, which is to be 
made up to 80,000 men, is, in future, to be an 
army of strangers. So say the Government. It 
is a. question of grave importance, and one on 
which the highest and best authorities differ. 
We may well pause before we commit ourselves 
to a decision. Mr. Mills, holding this opinion, 
moved on Thursday that the Bill be read a 
second time that day six months. Sir E. Cole- 
brooke followed in support. Both gentlemen 
made useful speeches, but neither e an im- 
pression on the House. Mr. T. Baring supported 
the Government, expressing his opinion that the 
change was not open to any objection, end that 
its expense would be inconsiderable. Mr. Baillie 
produced some figures to show that the expense, 
compared with the present system, would be 
enormous. The two best speeches of the even- 
ing, however, were those of Mr. Buxton and 
Mr. Horsman. The former gentleman acquitted 
himself with an ability which will greatly sustaiu 
his rising reputation as a debater in the House 
of Commons. His quotation of authorities 
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against the measure was overwhelming. He 


reminded the House that it was condemned by | all 


e one of the fifteen members of the Council 
of India, by the Calcutta Council, by Mr. 
Wilson, by Lord Ellenborough, Lord Dal- 
house, Lord Canning, and Sir John Law- 
rence; and at the close of his speech made 
an emphatic protest inst the system of 
patronage in the army, which drew loud cheers 
from both sides of the House. Mr. Horsman’s 
speech was in his usual style—clever, biting, reck- 
less, personal, sarcastic. He charged Sir Charles 
Wood with an intentional delay of papers, and 
with suppressing important evidence in the 
documents before the House, and held him up 
to ready ridicule for his change of policy. His 
speech told, and the House was in expectation 
of a scene. Sir Charles Wood did well not to 
rise. Mr. Sidney Herbert took up the cudgels 
for him, and to some extent successfully. It was 
one o’clock when he sat down. The Government 
wanted a division. A minority were determined 
that there should be none. Mr. Rich moved an 
adjournment, and was defeated. Mr. Henry 
Seymour, ditto. Mr. Hennessy, ditto. These 
three divisions continued nearly an hour. Lord 
Palmerston then good-humouredly rose, aud said 
if the question was merely who should sit 
longest he was prepared to sit as long as any 
member, but out of consideration to the Speaker 
he consented to an adjournment. In its then 
temper members were no: iu a humour to listen 
to a debate on the Packet Service Subsidies, and 
so the House quickly dispersed. — 

Friday. There was a morning sitting to-day, 
which was occupied entirely with the Tenure 
and Improvement of Land (Ireland) Bill. This 
over, and just before four o'clock, Mr. Walpole 
appeared at the bar with the report from the 
Tax Bills Committee. As he came up there was 
intense excitement. Loud cries of Report, 
report,” came from both sides of the House, 
while some hon. members were so enthusiastic 
as to shout Read, read.” The report was pre- 
sented, but not read. The evening sitting was 
occupied by miscellaneous subjects. Mr. Collier 
excited some attention by giving notice that on 
Tuesday he should move a resolution respecting 
the breach of privileges by the Lords. It wasa 
prompt step—and a right one. Mr. Trotman’s 
anchors came in for their annual attack aud 
defence. Red Tape, represented, this time, by 
Lord C. Paget, gave eminently satisfactory 
reasons why the Admiralty avchors, which are 
dear and unsafe, should be preferred to Mr. 
Trotman’s, which are cheap and safe. This 
Admiralty reformer has evidently gone the way 
of the other reformers in office. The War 
Secretary stated his condemnation of Netley 
Hospital. Votes of Supply and the passing of 
some minor bills to 4 stage completed the 
evening's business. 

Monday’s business was opened by the presen- 
tation of some weighty petitions agaiust the 
breach of privileges. One presented by Mr. 
Bright was attempted to be stopped by Mr. 
Steuart on a point of order, but the hon. member 
only succeeded in directing to it greater atten- 
tion, and securing for it heartier cheers, There 
was some excitement after Lord Palmerston's 
announcement that he would call the attention 
of the House to the Privilege question on Thurs- 
day night. What course will the noble lord 
take? “There are few sitting below the gangway 
on his own side of the House, who put any trust 
in him in this matter. However, we shall have 
u grand debate, and a testing time. Let us hope, 
also, for a revival of the spirit of liberty! After 
this, the Indian question (European forces) came 
up again, and occupied the House till the small 
hours.” After what we have said, we need only 
state that Mr. Rich, Mr. Torrens, Mr. Milnes, 
Mr. Danby Seymour, Colonel Sykes, and others, 
spoke against the Bill, which was defended by 
Mr. Ayrton and Sir Charles Wood. It was then 
divided upon, and carried by a large majority. 
We ecarcely think that the Government sutti- 
ciently estimates its responsibility in this matter. 

We forgot to say that the Sunday Trading Bill 
was withdrawn in the early part of the evening 
by its promoter, Lord Robert Montagu. It is 
a mischievous measure well out of the way. 


REPORT OF THE TAX BILLS 
COMMITTEE. 


Our readers—a considerable number of them 
at least—will glance at the above heading with- 
out catching the slightest glimpse of the question 
at which it points. Tax Bills Committee,” 
they will exclaim musingly—“ Tax Bills Com- 
mittee ;” well, who are they, and what may 
have been their business? Ah! you don’t re- 
member. You are misled by the title. They 
have a faculty in the House of Commons of bu- 
rying intensely interesting subjects under the 
queerest and most unsuggestive appellatives that 
Dr. Dryasdust can invent. They do it neatly, 
as if for the express purpose of keeping out of 


— — — 


sight the one thing§ which gives significance to 
the rest. Some time since—as our readers 
will call to mind—a Committee was appointed 
by the Commons to search the journals of both 
Houses of Parliament as to their usage in regard 
to Bills relating to Taxes—in short, a Privileges 
Committee. No such title, however, was it per- 
mitted to have—perhaps, lest it should too for- 
cibly remind the public of the drift which the 
inquiry ought to take. It was called the “Tax 
Bills Committee,“ —and it has presented a Re- 
port in exact conformity with its dry, misleading, 
and neutral title, 


Yes! The Committee have presented their 
Report, and a very elaborate affair it is—one of 
the most magnificent and learned illustrations we 
have ever seen of How not to do it.“ Once for 
all, let the production have the praise it merits 
as a summary of Parliamentary “ cases”—if we 
may use a term borrowed from the Law Courts,— 
we do not wish to disparage either the ability 
displayed in it, nor to question its completeness 
nor its accuracy. If any one desires to be full 
informed of the several ways in which, throug 
a course of years embracing nearly two centuries 
and a half, many Bills have been usually disposed 
of between the two Houses, he will find every- 
thing he desires in this Report. It could not 
have been better in this respect if it had been 
written as an article for a Cyclopedia, or a paper 
communicated to the Law Amendment Associa- 
tion. Itis as dry—as unimpassioned—as impar- 
tial—and as voluminous as can be wished. It 
will do excellently well to tone down all-super- 
fluous ardour, if there be any, and wherever it 
may be. In short, it is a Report that one would 
like to purchase, bind up handsomely, put on a 
book-shelf with other legal lore, and never take 
down again, except now and then—as one takes 
down a dictionary—not to read, but to consult. 


We suppose this is the kind of thing fit for the 
occasion. And yet, it was also supposable that 
the Select Committee of a Legislative House sus- 
pecting its own rights to have been encroached 
upon, and reporting what those rights have been 
and are, might have infused some soul into its 
Report. So far as we can recollect, however, 
there is not a phrase in that document which in- 
dicates bias, one way or the other, It has no 
colour in it. It is bloodless, Not a ray of intel- 
ligence— not the most momentary flash of seuti- 
ment — comes out of its cold, dry words. It will 
be admired for this, no doubt, by lawyers—but, 
happily, the public mind is not always at one 
with the legal mind. A perfect concealment of 
human interest, of bias, of desire, aye! even of 
passion, is, in some cases, a proof of infirmity or 
defect. A House of Commons’ Committee might 
very pardonably have showed some interest in 
its own privileges. A flush—a glauce—a gesture 
—a phrase—a sigh—anything which would have 
let out the secret that the question was one that 
could not be entertained with indifference, would 
not have been thought misbecoming. When men 
look over the title-deeds to their estates, for the 
purpose of estopping a perfectly unfounded claim, 
they are generally supposed to do so with a bias 
—axnd, if the estates are only vested in them as 
trustees, they ought to do so. Our ancestors, 
whom we profess to revere, were not so soulless 
us we; above all, they never boasted of it. There 
was a ring in their metal which showed gennine 
manhood : desiccated humanity was not in vogue 
in their days. 


And yet, passionless as is this Report, it proves 
two or three conclusions with overwhelming 
force. It shows that our forefathers saw in the 
taxing power a privilege never to be parted with. 
They would not reason with the Lords about it. 
They asserted that the exclusive privilege was in 
them. They AssERTID IT—they took it for 
granted—they identified it with freedom. Through 
the best periods of our history, they displayed 
the most sensitive jealousy with regard to it. 
The grand principle—namely, that the power of 
imposing taxes rests solely with the Commons— 
runs through, and gives its own strong meaning 
to, all their proceedings. No doubt, in after 
times, and during the reigns of the Georges, 
slight encroachments were here and there at- 
tempted by the Lords, in which they were gene- 
rally driven back, but in two or three of which 
they appear to have gained their object. But 
the spirit of the precedents set before us by the 
Committee is not to be destroyed by isolated 
departures from it ventured upon in the most 
degenerate age of our history. There is speciul 
little among them to give a sanction to the idea 
that taxatiou may be imposed, by being retained, 
by the sole will of the hereditary branch of .the 
Legislature. This, be it remembered, is the 
claim which the Lords have practically advanced : 
and it is a claim which cannot be borne out by 
historical precedents, the main current of which 
runs strongly the other way. So far the Report. 


‘As to the case to which it is meant to apply, we

THE PREMIER „ THE LIBERAL _ 
PARTY. 


THE memorial to Lord Palmerston from 
Liberal members of the House of Common 
requesting the withdrawal of the pro 
scheme for taking a Census of “ religious pro- 
fession,” was presented on Saturday last at Cam- 
bridge House, As will be seen, this important 
document was signed by 169 occupants of the 
Ministerial benches. Never within our recol- 
lection has a more weighty remonstrance been 
presented to any Government. It is only neces- 
sary to examine the list to perceive that it com- 
prises English, Scotch, and Irish members, the 
representatives of all the largest constituencies 
of the kingdom, including the West Riding, 
Middlesex, the City of London, the metropolitan 
boroughs, and the great manufacturing towns, 
and that by far the ate number of the memo- 


rialists are members of the Established Church. 


Not only Radicals and Dissenters, but men of 
moderate Liberalism like Mr, Ellice and Mr. 
Bouverie, have united to press upon the Premier 


the impolicy of proceeding with the obnoxious — 


scheme. This formidable array of names by no 
means exhausts the opponents of the measure. 
To them may be added many who on various 
grounds objected to sign the document, though 
agreeing with its object, and a large majority of 
the members of the Government, whose position 
requires them to maintain a silent attitude. 

The representations made to Lord Palmerston 
by the deputation that presented the memorial 
correspouded with the gravity of the occasion. 
Their case was, we believe, fully and emphati- 
cally stated. Lord Palmerston was assured 
that the proposal was not only objected to by 
the entire body of Dissenters, but by many 
members of the Church of England. It was 
pointed out to him that the carrying out of the 


plan would stir up discord, rivalry, and anta- 


onism—that it would yield incomplete and 
allacious results—that it had excited throughout 


the couutry wide-spread alarm amongst those 


who had ever been the most energetic supporters 
of the Government—that it would give rise to 
long-continued agitation—and would seriously 
damage the interests of the Liberal party. His 


lordship admitted that a document so numerously — 


signed required serious consideration, but did 
not, we understand, throughout the interview, 
give the slightest indication that his views were 
altered or even modified, nor so much as hint at 
any willingoess to consult the wishes of the great 
body of his supporters in the matter. ä 


But one course, therefore, remuins for the op- 
ponents of this insulting measure—to obtain a 
majority in Parliament. A little more effort, 
and they may be in a position to set at nought 
Lord Palmerston and the Tory allies that he has 
called in to trample upon his friends. Let us 
have no more appenls to the reactionary head 
of a professedly Liberal administration. We 
believe a supplementary list of members hostile 
to the proposal is now being signed, and shall be 
disappointed if, within the next week, the ag- 
gregate number be not raised to 200. To secure 
that result we would earnestly exhort the 
electors of every borough and county constituency, 
whose representative (whatever be his political 
creed) has not yet declared himself, o make an 
urgent request that the plan may be opposed 
when the House goes into Committee. 235 votes 
more than sufficed to carry the third reading of 
the Church-rates Abolition Bill, and an equally 
large number would, we doubt not, be strong 
enough to kick out the fraudulent Census 
scheme. Another week’s outdoor work, a few 
more such demonstrations. as those recorded 
elsewhere, and we have little doubt that Lord 
Palmerston will be obliged to yield to a majority 
what he has not had the grace voluntarily to 
surrender.

BREAKWATERS AND HARBOURS. 

The Marquis of CLANRICARDE called attention to 
how far it may be practicable to afford better shelter 
for shipping upon our coasts than is at present 
alforded by the adoption of some plan for the con- 
struction of breakwaters and harbours less costly and 
better adapted for certain localities than the system 
of solid masonry hitherto in use; and whether any 
such plan appears likely to be also serviceable for 
the improvement of our national defence. He 
moved for a select committee to inquire into the 
subject. 

The Duke of Somerset said that the difficulty of 
mooring floating breakwaters was very great, and 
those which had been tried at Dover and Brighton 
had both come adrift in a storm. It was true that 
stone break waters were expensive, but they were as 
yet the only ones which had at all answered the 
purpose for which they had been constructed. He 
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could not see the necessity for any committee on the | 


subject. 
Lord Harpwicxg would be glad to see the ex- 


periment of ing breakwaters tried on a small 
scale. They might, in his opinion, be 
useful in enabling fishing boats to be beached on a 


coast where they would otherwise be wrecked. 

Lord Dersy wished to know how far the Govern. 
mend intended to carry out the recommendations of 
the Commiesioners on the National Defences. 

Earl GRANVILLE replied that the proposal, what- 
ever it was, would be made in the other House. He 
was not now prepared to give any other answer to 
his noble friend’s question. 

After some further discussion Earl GRANVILLE 
said that if the noble Marquis could induce those 
peers who took an interest in the subject, and were 
com t to deal with it, to carry on the proposed 
inquiry, the Government would not object to the 
motion. At the same time, he must observe that 
three inquiries were going on in the House of Com- 
mone, each of which officers of the Admiralty were 
required to attend; and a foarth inquiry, also neces- 
sitating their presence, would of course bear rather 
heavily upon them. 

The Marquis of CLAxRICANnDE then withdrew the 
motion, to renew it the next day. 

ANCHORS FOR THE NAVY. 

On Friday the Earl of Harvwicxe called atten- 
tion to the anchors in use by the British navy, and 
took occasion to deny the assertion of the secretary 
of the Admiralty in the House of Commons that 
Trotman’s anchors had not been in general use in 
consequence of their objectionable character. He 
wished to know if the Government intended to 
supply her Majesty's ships with Trotman's anchors ? 

Duke of Somerset said he thought the 
question ought to be left in the hands of the Ad- 
miralty, who were of opinion that Trotman’s anchors, 
though very expensive, were not superior to those 
now in use, 

ENDOWED CHARITIES BILL. 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR, in moving the second 
reading of this bill, said it was proposed that, where 
the charities were of not more value than 50/. a year, 
the Commissioners might, subject to an appeal, make 
these regulations, which were matters of course, 
upon their own authority, without any application 
to the Coart of Chancery. There was often great 
difficulty experienced in removing incompetent 
schoolmasters, and a clause was introduced by which 
they might be removed by the trustees with the 
a ation of the commissioners. Cases had occurred 
of ruinous litigation to compel a discharged school- 
master to deliver up the school and school-house, 
and there was aleo a provision that when a school- 
master had been properly removed a magistrate 
~~ be called upon to interfere to obtain possession 
of the school-house. 

Lord Brovenam felt sure that the bill would 
receive the unanimous assent of their lordships.

THE ST. GEORGE'S RIOTS. 

Mr. KEKEWICH called attention to the disturbances 
which took place on the preceding Sunday in the 
neighbourhood of the church of St. Georgo’s-in-the- 
East, and asked what measures had been taken to 
prevent their recurrence ? 

Sir G. Lewis said the report of the occurrence at 
St. George’s-in-the-East last Sunday was greatly 
exaggerated. As many as seventy-three policemen 
were in attendance every Sunday, and they had 
stringent instructions ; but the acts which took place 
wore not exactly breaches of the peace or such as 
would warrant their active interference. 

3 ANCHORS. 

Mr. Mitpmay asked the Secretary of the Admiralty 
whether his attention had been called to a letter 
in the Times on the 25th inst., 1 that no 
Trotman’s anchors had been supplied to the Royal 
Navy, except the one used by the Royal Yacht ; 
and whether he adhered to his statement that any 
officer could have one of these anchors if he applied 
for it? 

Lord C. Pacer said that Mr. Trotman was mis- 
leading the people with respect to the merits of his 
anchor. He had tried it on board his own yacht ; 
and though it was a good anchor, he quite agreed 
with those officers who objected to receive it on 
board large vessels. Holding 3 only did not 
constitute a good anchor, and Trotman's anchor had 
many disadvantages. The late Board of Admiralty 
had offered to supply two ships with his anchor, to 
test it practically, but he would not be satisfied except 
with the report of a committee. The real truth was, 
that Mr. Trotman’s anchors were not cheaper than 
those of the Admiralty. They were objected to b 
the officers in command of the ships, and althoug 
the Admiralty wished to do every justice to Trot- 
man’s anchors, they did not think it rigut to enforce 
their use in the navy. 

SUPPLY.—THE CIVIL ESTIMATES, 

The House having gone into committee of supply, 
Mr. LANG brought forward the Civil Estimates, 
beginning with the vote of 1,209,000/. for the 

ket service. Mr. CocGan complained that the 
item for the Galway packet contract had been post- 
poned ; and inquired what course the Government 
meant to pursue with regard to that question? Mr.

FRANCE. 


The Moniteur announces the presentation to the 
Corps Législatif of the project of law relative to the 
calling out of 100,000 men of the class 1860. 

The crowd that besieged the Palais Loyal to sce 
Prince Jerome lying in state was very great on 
Sunday. One of the immense ‘‘ tails” formed by 
the police extended across the Rue Rivoli on to the 
Carrousel, and as far os the square of the new 
Louvre. The post mortem examination of the bod 
of Prince Jerome led to the discovery of n ball whic 
had remained in his chest, after a duel which he 
fought in his youth with a brother of Marshal 
Davoust. The deceased prince, it is stated, has left 
memoirs, and in his will prescribed all the measures 
which are to be adopted tor their publication. 

A report is currentin Paris that the Emperor will 
confer on Prince Napoleon all the political preroga- 
tives enjoyed by Prince Jerome, particularly the 
post of President of the Privy Council and of the 
Council of Ministers, in the absence of the Emperor. 

The Emperor intends to place 150,000, 000f. at the 
disposal of the Minister of Agriculture and Public 
Works, to be expended in the completion of tele- 
graphic lines, the restoration of churches and histori- 
cal monuments, the rebuilding presbyteries and 
school-houses, the encouragement of science, letters, 
and the arts, the improvement of public roads, 
rivers, canals, sea-ports, and lighthouses, and agri- 
cultural operations. 

The treaty to arrange the boundaries between 
France and Sardinia has been signed at Paris. ‘The 
French Government has communicated to the Powers 
that it is willing to accept one of the three follow- 
ing modes for settling its differences with Switzer- 
land:—1l.

Within the fortnight it is said that 50, 000“. worth 
of goods have been purchased in Malta for Sicily 
principally coffee, sugar, and Manchester goods, aud 
many things, such as potatoes, have arrived from 
there which were formerly prohibited. 

A letter from Genoa of the 25th says:“ I think 
you may like to know that a steamer, of 800 tons 
and 300-horse power, which arrived this morning at 
Genoa, has been sold to Garibaldi for 460,000fr, It 
belongs to a French company, and is called the 
Provence, a screw. This is the fourth steamer 
bought by Garibaldi. The othera are the Amsterdam, 
Helvétie, and Belzunee, besides two tugs.”’ 

Garibaldi is said to have sent one of ts to 
London, in order to negotiate there a loan of thirty 
millions of francs, the revenues of Sicily being offered 
as a guarantee.

CONSTITUTION GRANTED. 

By a sovereign decree of June 25 constitutional 
and representative institutions on national and 
Italian principles are ordered to be established. 
There. is a general amnesty to political offenders.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

Dates from the Cape are to May 22. Much grati- 
fication was expressed at the Cape at the coming 
return of Sir George Grey, and the expected visit of 
Prince Alfred. Preparations were being made to 
give the Prince a right loyal welcome. A Parlia- 
mentary finance committee had been appointed to 
consider whether the government of the colony can 
be carried on with the present revenue.

A 
Dutch Reform Church Conference on doctrinal sub- 
jects had been held. The Church of England finan- 
cial question was still unsettled. Major-General 
Bolton was dead.

THE ORPHEONISTS AND THE FRIENDS 
OF PEACE. 


On Saturday morning, June 30, a deputation from 
the Friends of Peace met the French Orpheonists, by 
appointment at the Crystal Palace, to present an 
address. The following gentlemen, among others, 
were present:—Mr. Robert Forster, Mr. Joseph 
Cooper, Mr. Stafford Allen, Mr. William Ball, Mr. 
Charles B. Warner, Mr. Joseph Marsh, Mr. Edward 
Beck, Mr. Charles Wise, Mr. Sidney Cooper, Mr. T. 
B. Smithies, Mr. W. Holmes, Mr. Edmund Fry, and 
Rev. Henry Richard. It was the wish of M. Dela- 
porte and the other leaders of the Orpheonists, that 
the address should be presented in public to the 
whole body ; but as that was found impracticable from 
the largeness of the number, it was arranged that it 
should be done in the board-room of the Crystal 
Palace to the members of the committee and as many 
others as could find admission. The deputation was 
introduced by the Rev. Henry Richard, secretary of 
the Peace Society. 

The address read acknowledged in the appearance 
of the Orpheonists here, a pledge of that increasing 
intimacy between the two nations, which will tend 
more and more to render war impossible, and ex- 
pressed the conviction that by the free and frequent 
interchange of friendly visits such as this, the two 
peoples will more thoroughly know and appreciate 
each other, and that unworthy sentiment of mistrust 
and estrangement will be obliterated, and the people 
of France and England will come to understand that 
their close neighbourhood, so far from making them 
natural enemies, should make them the nearest friends 
and allies. It was added— 


We feel we are entitled to say with confidence, that 
among the people of England there is but one general 
feeling of kindness and cordiality towards the French 
people, and a sincere desire to live with them on terms 
of true peace and friendship. We rejoice to have this 
opportunity of expressing our firm belief that the same 
scntiments towards us pervade the hearts of the French 
people. Bad men there may be, on either side of the 
Channel, who may wish to breed suspicion, and to ro- 
vive ancient animosities, which ought to have been long 
since buried in oblivion. But the hearts of the two 
nations are, in spite of such efforts, drawing closer and 
closer to each other; and this visit, which we trust is 
only the prelude of many more on both sides, will tend 
to hasten this consummation. 


The address was received with loud cheers and 
cries of Bravo!“ by the French gentlemen pre- 
sent, who wished it to be read at the banquet in the 
afternoon. No suitable opportunity, however, 
seemed to offer itself for this purpose. The follow- 
ing is the reply of the Orpheonists, signed on their 
behalf by M. Delaporte :— 


The Orpheonists of France to the Friends of Peace. 

Gentlemen and Brothers, - We are profoundly grateful 
for the cordial welcome we have received in England, 
and more especially for the words of sympathy which our 
visit has elicited from yourselves. Before we set foot 
on English soil there was already tetween us a reciprocit 
of sentiment and a union of hearts; we unders pow 
other on either side of the Chaunel, and tl:e harmonious 
sounds which echoed through the Crystal Palace durin 
our four concerts, were little more than the brillian 
epilogue of this intimate alliance between the two peo- 
ples. The money pacific mission of the Orpheon 
was, therefore, likely to be best appreciated by you, 
whose generous and persevering efforts must inevitably 
bear their fruits in the future. 

The cause which you advocate is too holy not to 
awaken a universal response, wherefore we esteemed 
ourselves happy to be the first to re-echo with you on 
British soil the cry of Union and Fraternity,” which 
is the motto of your powerful and admirable institution. 

The French Orpheon is a work of recent creation; it 
derives its strength from liberty of association. Under 
banners adorned with the emblems of harmony, concord, 
and peace, all classes of society are represented by some 
of their most honoured members. 

England will certainly know how to appreciate the 
good and noble influence of those fraternal sentiments 
which we leave behind us in England, and take back 
with us into France—we, the three thousand singers, 
who are only a selection from that large family which 
already numbers forty thousand performers, and which 
has associated with itself in the work it is doing the 
most celebrated artistes of our country, and has won for 
itself the sympathies of the whole nation. 

Bo assured, gentlemen, that we shall always cherish 
the remembrance of your fraternal tion; the record 
of this international demonstration will for ever live in 
our hearts. In the midst of our countrymen, in the 
bosom of our families, in private or in public life, we 
shall in future be sincere fellow-workers with the com- 
mittee of the friends of peace. Union and solidarit 
between France and England!“ —such henceforth shall 
be the rallying cry of the Orpheonists.

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THE SOCIETY FOR IMPROVING THE CON- 
DITION OF THE LABOURING CLASSES. 


The sixteenth annual meeting of this society was 
held on Thursday at Willis's-rooms, the Earl of 
Shaftesbury in the chair. The report included a 
tabular statement showing the operations of the 
society at various places during the past year. At 
Hatton-garden-chambers it appeared that the sum of 
308“. had been received; and, after deducting a sum 
of 271“. for expenses, there remained a profit of 37/. 
There has in this district been only one death out of 
an average population of 182. At Charles-street 
lodging-house for single men the sum of 398/. has 
been received, and the expenses have been 2641., 
— a profit of 1341. There has been no death in 
these buildings out of an average population of 80. 
In King street men’s lodging-house, Drury-lane, the 
expenses have been 93l., and the sum of 79/. only 
has been received, leaving a deficiency of 141. 
There had been no death in these houses out of 
an average population of 21. At George-street 
men’s lodging-house, St. Giles’s, 626/. has been 
received, and the expenses have amounted to 372i., 
leaving a profit of 254/. There has been no death. 
At Portpool-lane dwellings, Gray’s-inn-lane, the sum 
of 444“. has been received, and deducting expenses, 
a sum of 137/. remains. In the family houses there 
has been no death out of an average population of 
78. Inthe single women’s rooms there have been 
three deaths of persons above 60 years of age. The 
average number of inmates is 52. The receipts 
fiom the wash-house and laundry adjoining Portpool- 
lane buildings have been 394/., and the expenses 
516/., leaving a deficiency of 1227. This deficit has 
has been caused by extensive alterations and repairs. 
At Streatham-street family buildings, Bloomsbury, 
the sum of 735/. has been received, and a net profit 
left of 3847. There have been five deaths out of an 
average population of 221, of children under ten years 
of age. In Weld-court family houses, Drury-lane, 
a sum of 598/. has been received, and a profit of 91“. 
derived. There have been nine deaths out of an ave- 
rage population of 340, six of which were of children 
under lO years of age. In Tyndall’s-buildings, Gray’s- 
inn-lane, the sum of 516/. has been received, and the 
expenses have been 580/., leaving a deficiency of 

. There have been two deaths in the family 
dwellings and single men's lodging-house, accommo- 
dating an average — of 294. The expense 
in this district includes a considerable sum paid for 
furniture, which is due to the capital account. At 
Clark’s-buildings, Broad-street, Bloomsbury, the 
expenses have been 439/., and a profit of 65“. has 
been derived over that sum. There have been two 
deaths out of an average population of 220. The 
mortality in the entire property of the society has 
been 30 out of an average population of 1,585, or 
Jess than at the rate of 20 per 1,000. The secretary 
read a letter showing that in Boston, United 
States, a movement had been organised, after 
the example of that society in whose interest 
they had met, to afford house accommodation 
to the working classes in the former 17 The 
chairman considered that nothing could be said 
in commendation of the labours of the society other 
than presented in the report. He referred to the 
improvement promoted among the working classes, 
not only physically, but also merally and financially, 
through the agency of the society. He had lately 
had reason to make inquiry regarding Tyndall’s- 
buildings, and he was told that whereas before the 
society's attention was directed to that district its 
moral character was one of the worst, and even po- 
licemen were afraid to enter it; now, however, the 
character of the inhabitants and of the locality was 
quite different. His lordship concluded by observ- 
ing that there was no reluctance on the part of the 
working men to come forward and take advantage 
of the scheme, which, however, was not eleerosynary, 
bat the former were quite willing to pay a fair rent. 
Lord Ebury moved the adoption of the report, which 
was seconded by Mr. Slaney, M. P. The nomination 
of the committee for the ensuing year was next pro- 
posed, seconded, and carried, when the proceedings 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the chairman.

RerorMATORY ScHoois.—The annual report of 
Mr. Sydney Turner, inspector of reformatories in 
Great Britain, states that the number of boys in 
these institutions at the end of 1859 was 2,636, and 
of girls 640; but another school for girls is urgently 
required. During the year 108 of the inmates emi- 
grated, 57 were sent to sea, 143 were apprenticed or 
placed in service by the managers, 212 were allowed 
to return to their friends or were placed in service 
by them, 102 absconded and were not recovered. 
Of those who enlist or go to sea a large proportion 
turn out well; such a life suits the more adventu- 
rous and active boys. The majority are not 
characterised by thorough depravity and love of 
crime, but rather by restlessness, love of excitement, 
recklessness as to personal danger, inability for sell- 
contro!, and facility for being influenced and led by 
others, Of the whole number (637) of boys and 
girls discharged from English reformatories up to 
the end of 1858, above half (333) are known to be

It is said that the original work has obtained for Carl 
Spitta a popularity in Germany, as a sacred poet, second 
only to that of Paul Gerhardt. The good man was a 
zealous, industrious, and successful pastor. He died last 
year, at the ago of fifty-eight. There may be much 
beauty in the expression and melody of the originals of 
his hymns; but in substance, as they appear in these 
translations, they are not very remarkable either in 
thought or poetical attributes. It is true, however, that 
they breathe a genuine piety and lively Christian and 
catholic feeling,” and that tho love of Christ and His 
Word is the golden thread which runs through the 
whole.” The translator has given us smooth and elegant 
versions of these pious compositions ; and we can well 
believe that, covering, as they do, almost all moods and 
moments of religious life, they will be acceptable to the 
devout hours of many, and enkindle “ sparks of heavenly 
feeling” in their breasts.

They would undoubtedly 
have been considered a rich addition to the Life and 
Correspondence of Hannah More,” had not Lord 
Macaulay been then living: but the seal of privacy” 
is now taken off, and they are very justly judged worthy 
of publication.

Obituary 


THE LATE REV. THOMAS SCALES. 


In our last number we briefly announced the death 
of this venerable and esteemed minister. The Leeds 
Mercury, in a notice of the deceased, says :— 


The Rev. Thomas Scales was a native of this town, 
having been born in December, 1786. On the completion 
of his theological studies, at the Independent College, 
Hoxton, near London, Mr. Scales was induced by the 
committee to continue in residence as classical tutor, but 
a call from a newly-formed Congregational church at 
Wolverhampton not long afterwards prevailed, and he 
first entered on the pastoral office in that town. In 
1819, on the resignation by tho Rev. William Eccles of 
the pastorate of the White Chapel, Leeds, Mr. Scales 
was invited to succeed him, and returned to his native 
town with that object. He preached at the White 
Chapel to an attached and influential congregation, who 
oon resolved to secure accommodation better suited to 
the times than the building which had seen Indepen- 
dency at Leeds in its infancy; and accordingly in 182: 
the first stone of Queen-street Chapel was laid. From 
the opening of that edifice, (which was the first very 
spacious place of worship occupied by the denomination 
in Leeds,) to 1849, Mr. Scales laboured there as pastor 
of the church and congregation. In the year last-named 
he resigned his charge, and not long afterwards accepted 
the post of chaplain at the Northern Congregational 
School, Silcoates, near Wakefield. For some years past 
he has resided without charge at Cleckheaton, ever 
ready to give temporary help to neighbouring ministers, 
and to further the interests of religious as-ociations with 
which he had long been connected. Protestant Noncon- 
formity bas had no more staunch friend than Mr. 
Scales, who was ever ready to vindicate its principles 
and to promote the success of institutions. In 1830 he 
published a valuable little volume, entitled Principles 
of Dissent,” which passed through two editions, and for 
many years past he has been engaged in collecting mate- 
rials for a history of Nonconformity in the West Riding 
of Yorkshire. We are not aware whether or not these 
materials, some of which must be of great interest, have 
been digested into the work which occupied so long the 
thoughts of the departed minister. The principles 
which made Mr. Seiles a Nonconformist in religion made 
him also a Voluntary in education. Throughout the 
controversy on the subject of State Education he never 
wavered, and since the formation of the Yorkshire 
Auxiliary to the Congregational Board at Homerton, he 
has attended and spoken earnestly at almost all, if not 
at every one of its annual meetings. Both by pen and 
speech he was a zealous and impartial promoter of the 
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al of the Test and Corporation Acts and of the 
Roman Catholic disabilities. In Leeds he assisted to get 
rid of Church-rates and to thwart various injudicious 
schemes for imposing other burdens on Dissenters for 
the exclusive benefit of the Established Church. In 
politics, he was_a sincere and earnest Whig. But if 
there was one object dearer to Mr. Scales than all 
others, after the spread of evangelical truth, it was the 
abolition of negro slavery. Mr. Scales was repeatedly 
placed by the opponents of slavery in this town on 
deputations to further the great object in London. No 
one could be more indefatigable in fulfilling such mis- 
sions. While taking a very active part in public ques- 
tions, some of them calculated to excite angry feeling, 
Mr. Scales showed that he never forgot his character as 
a Christian minister. The late Rev. Dr. Hamilton, in 
his Memoir of the Rev. John Ely,” speaks of Mr. 
Scales as ** blending more than any man he knew firm- 
ness and amiableness.” Mr. Scales was twice married. 
By his first wife, (a daughter of his college tutor, Dr. 
Simpson,) he had eight children, of whom three survive. 


On Friday, the body of the deceased was committed 
to its last resting-place in the ground adjoining the 
chief scene of his long and useful ministerial labours. 
The sanction of the Home Secretary having been ob- 
tuined for the interment to take place in the burial- 
ground attached to Queen-street 2 conformably 
with the wish of the family of the deceased and his 
friends, the body was removed on Tuesday from Low 
Moor to the residence of Mr. W. Slade, Providence- 
row. Shortly after twelve o'clock the funeral pro- 
cession left the house of Mr. Slade, and proceeded to 
Queen-street Chapel, where there had already assem- 
bled many of the personal friends of the deceased, 
anxious by their presence to testify their esteem for 
the departed, their sorrow at his removal, and their 
sympathy with the bereaved. There were present 
also a considerable number of ministers resident in 
Leeds and various parts of the West Riding, who 
thus manifested their respect for the memory of an 
old and valued fellow-worker. The funeral proces- 
sion arrived at Qucen-street Chapel a little after 
half-past twelve o’clock, and the coffin was conveyed 
to the Communion table, the pall-bearers being the 
following ministers and friends of the deceased :— 
Rev. Dr. Falding, President of Rotherham College ; 
Rev. Dr. Bewglass, President of Silcoates School, 
Wakefield; Rev. J. A. Savage, of Gomersal; Rev. 
Richard Skinner, of Huddersfield ; Rev. J. G. Miall, 
of Bradford; Rev. J. H. Morgan and Rev. G. W. 
Conder, of Leeds; and Rev. Robert Cuthbertson, of 
Cleckheaton. The principal mourners were—Mrs. 
Scales, Mr. Robert and Mrs. Robert Scales, Mr. 
Henry and Mrs. Henry C. Scales, Mrs. William 
Scales, and other relatives. There were also present 
about forty other ministers and many other friends 
of the deceased from all parts of Yorkshire. _ 

The service commenced by the Rev. W. Guest 
reading portions of Scripture appropriate to the occa- 
sion, after which was sung the hymn commencing 
‘¢ Servant of God, well done!” Prayer having been 
offered by the Rev. W. Hudswell, the Rev. J. Par- 
sons addregsed the assembly, directing their atten- 
tion to the beautiful words of St. Paul, recorded in 
lst Thessalonians iv. 13—18. After some introduc- 
tory remarks, he said :— 


There was one record after which he would himself 
aspire, and which he would ask them to aspire after 
also, as being more valuable than the costly commemo-

He (Mr. Parsons) was not about 
to pronounce a prolonged eulogy upon their departed 
brother, although, perhaps, from not a few circumstances 
of which they were cognisant, there were few there who 
could render it with more evident propriety than him- 
self. But there were so many associations, arising from 
recollections of past years, that he must forbear, and 
leave a more ample tribute to those who might follow 
him either on that day or on the approaching Sabbath ; 
but he would commemorate with devout thankfulness 
the amiableness of their late friend’s natural disposition, 
the decision of his personal piety, his sound and enlight- 
ened views of scriptural truth, his devout attachment to 
the cause of philanthropy and to civil and religious 
liberty throughout the world, the firmness, kindness, 
and practical diligence which were blended in his advo- 
cacy of the cause to which he was devoted to tlie last. 
They had to accept his dea‘h as another instance of the 
law so briefly adverted to by the most eloquent of preach- 
ers —the law which consigned the bodies of the saints to 
putrefaction and to dust, and of that other law, which 
diamissed their spirits to the abodes of bliss and to the 
bosom of their Father and their Ged. The mode in 
which their departed friend was called away, while of 
necessity imparting a severe and sudden shock to those 
who were dear to him, was also attended by several cir- 


cumstances which must be accepted as matters of strong 
and abiding consolation. He departed withont protracted 
or painful disease ; he departed in the fulness of Chris- 
tian intelligence and Christian honour; he departed | 
while preparing to perform a most interesting act of | 
friendship and ministerial Jove. 
one another with these words.” 
Mr. Parsons then enforced the solemn and momen- 
tous lesson of the uncertainty of life, and concluded | 
by charging his hearers by the memory of him 
whose remains lay before them, and by the well-

Mr. BROUGHTON, THE EX-POLTCE MAGISTRATE OF 
MARYLEBONE Poticr-Court.— Mr. Robert Edward

set-square. On Wednesday last he was first seized 
with an attack of paralysis. He gradually sank and 
expired at the time above stated. He was about 
eighty years of age.
